Report of the 1948 Annual Town Meeting 
and Election 


Annual Meeting Held February 10th, 11th, 
12th and 13th, 
Election Held February 17th 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting and 
Election duly published and posted as directed, the voters met at the 
Elizabeth Theatre, Tuesday, Feb. 10th at 7:30 o’clock P. M. to act upon 
the articles contained therein:—

At 7:43 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the Moderator, 
Milford R. Lawrence. The members were counted and 161 declared 
present, number necessary to constitute a quorum for this meeting 
was 111. 


ARTICLE 1. 
(Re: Election of town officers by ballot:—see subsequent report of 
Election, Feb. 17th) 


ART. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt for the year 1948 the 
standing votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed in the Town Report 
for 1947. 


Voted, to adopt the standing votes for 1948 as printed in the Town 
Report for 1947. 
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ART. 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, including the election of the Recreation Commission. 


See List—Committees for 1948. 


ART. 3A. To see if the Town will vote, in order to correct an over- 
sight in the vote taken under Article 15 in the Warrant of the Special 
Town Meeting of November 25, 1947, that of the members to be elected 
to the new Planning Board for the term of 4 years, that one receiving 
the highest number of votes shall serve for the term of 5 years, such 
action being necessary to comply with the statute requirement that the 
term of at least one member shall expire each year and/or take any 
other action in this matter. 

On petition of Town Counsel. 


Voted, that of the members to be elected to the new Planning Board 
for the term of 4 years, the one receiving the highest number of votes 
shall serve for the term of five years, in order to correct an oversight 
in the vote taken under Article 15 in the Warrant of the Special Town 
Meeting of November 25, 1947, and, if deemed necessary or advisable, 
the Board of Selectmen be authorized to validate and confirm this action 
by legislation.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Trea- 
surer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time 
to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning 
January 1, 1948, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one 
year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of 
less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the 
General Laws. 


Voted, to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1948, and to issue a 
note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 44, of the General Laws. Unanimous vote, a 
quorum being present.

To see if the Town will assume liability in the manner 
provided by Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws for all dam- 
ages that may be incurred by work to be performed by the Department 
of Public Works of Massachusetts for the improvement, development, 
maintenance and protection of rivers, harbors, tide waters and foreshores, 
in accordance with Section 11 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws, and 
authorize the Selectmen to execute and deliver a bond of indemnity there- 
for to the Commonwealth.

4, Sec. 7, Agricultural 
Districts be stricken therefrom and that the Zoning By-Law Map be 
changed to conform hereto. 83 voted in favor and 11 against, motion 
prevailed by necessary two-thirds majority, a quorum being present.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the books and 
accounts of the Town of Falmouth for the period from June 
12, 1947 to July 10, 1948, made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 44, General Laws. This is in the form of 
a report made to me by Mr. Herman B. Dine, Assistant Direc- 


tor of Accounts.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books 
and accounts of the town of Falmouth for the period from 
June 12, 1947, the date of the previous examination, to July 
10, 1948, and report thereon as follows: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for 
the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and reconciled with the books and reports in the town ac- 
countant’s office and with the records of the town treasurer. 


The town accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the receipts 
being checked with the treasurer’s books and the payments 
being compared with the warrants authorizing them and with 
the treasurer’s records. The appropriation accounts and loan 
authorizations were checked with the town clerk’s records of 
town meeting procedings and the recorded transfers from the 
reserve fund were verified by comparison with finance com- 
mittee authorizations. 


The necessary adjusting entries resulting from the audit 
were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this 
report, was prepared showing the financial conditions of the 
town on July 10, 1948. This balance sheet indicates that the 
town is in very good financial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts, as recorded, were ana- 
lyzed and checked with the records of the several departments 
collecting money for the town and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the treasury, while the payments 
were compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the 
treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book additions 
were verified, and the cash balance on July 10, 1948 was veri- 
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fied by actual count of cash in the office and by reconciliation 
of the bank balances with statements furnished by the bank 
in which town funds are deposited. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the trust, investment, and retirement funds in 
the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were ex- 
amined and listed. The income was proved and the transfers 
to the town were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
cash book. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined, 
listed, and reconciled with the tax books and with the ac- 
countant’s ledger, while the redemptions were checked with 
the treasurer’s cash book. The records of tax possessions were 
examined and listed, the sales being compared with the trea- 
surer’s recorded receipts. Tax title and tax possession trans- 
actions were further verified by comparison with the records 
in the Registry of Deeds. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages on 
account of federal taxes were listed and compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were ex- 
amined and checked. The taxes and motor vehicle and trailer 
excise outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
and all subsequent commitments were audited and compared 
with assessors’ warrants issued for their collection. The pay- 
ments to the treasurer were verified, the recorded abatements 
were checked with the assessors’ records of abatements grant- 
ed, the taxes transferred to the tax title account were proved, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of departmental and water accounts receiv- 
able were examined and checked. The payments to the trea- 
Surer were verified, the abatements were checked with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant them, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with the 
respective ledger accounts. 


Fhe outstanding tax, excise, departmental, and water 
accounts were verified by mailing notices to a number of per- 
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sons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, and from the replies received it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The financial accounts of the town clerk were examined 
for dog, sporting, and miscellaneous licenses issued. The pay- 
ments to the State were checked with receipts on file and the 
payments to the town treasurer were compared with the trea- 
surer’s recorded receipts. 

The records of receipts of the selectmen, and the sealer 
of weights and measures, of the police, fire, health, school, 
library, and recreation departments, as well as of all other 
departments collecting money for the town or committing 
bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail, the 
payments to the treasurer being compared with the treasur- 
er’s recorded receipts. 

In checking the records of the recreation department it 
was noted that in some instances recreation department re- 
ceipts have been expended without a specific appropriation 
thereof by the town, which is contrary to the provisions of 
Section 35, Chapter 41, and Section 53, Chapter 44, General 
Laws. 

The surety bonds of the various town officials required 
to file them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 

In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s 
and the collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, motor vehicle 
and trailer excise, tax title, departmental, and water accounts, 
as well as tables showing the condition and transactions of 
the trust, investment, and retirement funds. 

During the progress of the audit, cooperation was ex- 
tended by the various town officials, for which I wish, on be- 
half of my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

Department and Falmouth Nursing Association, the annual 
immunization clinics were held on September 28, October 23, 
November 23 and December 21st. For the first time a com- 
bined serum for diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus 
was given to 69 preschool children, pertussis for the im- 
munization of whooping cough was given to 34 preschool 
children and 4 had toxoid alone for the immunization against 
diphtheria only. This made a total of 109 for these clinics. 
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The inoculations were given by Dr. Harold O. Hunt, Health 
Inspector. 

The regulation requiring all persons desiring to construct 
a cesspool to first receive a permit from the Board of Health 
as to the location of the cesspool is being enforced and 129 
permits have been issued. This requires a personal inspection. 


All barns have been inspected and a complete census 
taken of all live stock. Cattle have been inspected and in- 
oculated in accordance with the State regulations. 


Recreational camps and overnight cabins in the town 
have been licensed, and inspected and approved for sanita- 
tion and water supply by the State Department of Public 
- Health. 

All complaints have been investigated and acted upon. 
All of the restaurants and stores have been inspected several 
times during the year and smears taken for bacteriological 
tests from glasses and utensils. Recommended changes have 
been made by restaurant owners and store Keepers. 


Serums, vaccines and culture tubes are kept in a freezing 
unit in the Health Department office and are available at 
all times to the physicians of the town. 


In September Dr. Harold O. Hunt, attended a five day 
course in Public Health and Environmental Sanitation at the 
University of Massachusetts in Amherst. This was sponsored 
by the State Department of Public Health for Health Officers. 


This department wishes to thank the physicians of Fal- 
mouth, Dr. Harold Stevens, District Health Officer for the 
State Department of Public Health, all of the County Health 
Officers, Dr. Julius Kelley and his staff at the Barnstable 
County Sanitorium, the School Department and the Falmouth 
Nursing Association and all other agencies that have co- 
operated with us this year, for their support and assistance.

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report of work done on the high- 
ways for the year 1948. 


An unusual amount of patching and maintenance work 
has been necessary this year because of the heavy snowfalls 
which caused considerable damage to the roads. The roads 
have also been scraped and graded several times during the 
year and are now in good condition. 


This past.year has been a difficult one, both at start and 
finish for snow and ice removal. Fourteen separate snowfalls 
aggregated over 40 inches of snow that kept highway crews 
out almost continuously during January and February. Over 
2,500 cubic yards of sand mixed with salt was spread to im- 
prove traction. 


The storm damage work along the Beach Road and Me- 
nauhant Road, and the stone rip-rapping along Beach Road 
have been completed. 


The Erosion Committee recommended that jetties be built 
along the shore line where recent storms had been washing 
it away and breaking into the roadway. As a result, five jet- 
ties have been built at Town Beach Road from money appro- 
priated by the Town, County, and State. The State has let 
the contract to build five jetties between Bourne Pond Bridge 
and Menauhant, running easterly, and the contract has also 
been let to build one jetty and to rebuild three jetties at 
Grand Avenue, Falmouth Heights. This work is very satis- 
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factory and I consider it excellent road protection in these 
areas. 


The Highway Department rebuilt four thousand one hun- 
dred feet of road on Sandwich Road, running south from the 
North Falmouth Road, under Chapter 90 Maintenance. 


Under the Chapter 90 1947 New Construction contract 
one thousand eight hundred eighty feet of road was con- 
structed at Sandwich Road. This work was done by the Wil- 
liam A. Jones Co., Inc. The Highway Department built one 
thousand feet of road on Sandwich Road under the Chapter 
90 New Construction contract from money that remained 
from the 1947 contract. This work completed the Chapter 90 
1947 New Construction program. 


Work under the Chapter 90 1948 New Construction con- 
tract has been started at Sandwich Road. This work is being 
done by the Highway Department and will be completed in 
the spring of 1949. This will complete the New Construction 
work at Sandwich Road. 


The following roads have been widened, hardened, and 
straightened by this department in 1948: Philadelphia Street, 
Maravista, for a distance of eight hundred feet; Montauk 
Street, Maravista, a distance of eight hundred feet; Haddon 
Avenue, Falmouth, a distance of eight hundred fifty feet; 
Hamlin Avenue, Sippewissett, a distance of eleven hundred 
feet; Lake Leaman Road, Falmouth Heights, a distance -of 
nine hundred sixty-six feet; Wild Harbor Avenue and Laurel 
Street, Silver Beach, a distance of one thousand six hundred 
fifty feet; and Surf Drive, Falmouth, a distance of two 
thousand six hundred forty feet. Grand Avenue, Falmouth 
Heights, was widened one thousand twenty feet and one 
thousand twenty feet of curbing was constructed. This al- 
lows more space for parking along the waterfront. 


Considerable time and labor has been devoted this year 
to re-surfacing and seal-coating several town roads. | This 
necessary work is of great benefit and the temporary aid given 
each road helps greatly in the preservation of our entire road 
system. Our method of re-surfacing with pea stone has 
proved satisfactory. This new surface thus applied has stood 
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up in all kinds of weather. Listed are the roads which have 
been seal-coated with sand and stone during 1948: East Main 
Street, one mile; Scranton Avenue, one-half mile; Clinton 
Avenue, six-tenths mile; Surf Drive, one-half mile; Beebe 
Acres Road, one-third mile; Old Barnstable Road, one-half 
mile; Old Meeting House Road, one-half mile; Waquoit East 
End Road, one-half mile; Sandwich Road, three-quarters mile. 


The drains in most streets have been cleaned and repaired. 
The low places on Sandwich Road in front of the residence of 
Felix Costa which have been causing bad drainage, are being 
raised twenty-four inches to eliminate the bad drainage prob- 
lem in that area. This work is being done by the Highway 
Department under Chapter 90 1948 New Construction con- 
tract. 


Street signs have been erected in various sections of the 
Town and others have been painted where the lettering on 
old signs had become unreadable. This work is continued 
every year. 


Traffic signs have been erected wherever specified by the 
Selectmen, the work being done by the Highway Department. 


The new motors that were installed at the Asphalt Plant 
have proved to be a great improvement to the Department, 
in that they have facilitated our work, thus saving labor, 
time, and money for the Department. 


The Highway equipment has been Kept in good condition 
at the Department repair shop. 


Wooden and cement guard post railings in various sec- 
tions of the Town have been painted and repaired, and are in 
good condition. 


In conclusion I would like to express my thanks and ap- 
preciation to the heads of all departments and to my entire 
personnel for their co-operation throughout the year.

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Herring Rivers 


The Herring Rivers in Falmouth are Known as Coona- 
messett, West Falmouth, Little Pond, Salt, Fresh and Trunk 
Rivers. It has been necessary to have a crane clear the out- 
lets at Fresh, Salt, Trunk and Little Pond Rivers several times 
during the year on account of the shore erosion and south- 
erly storms. Force pumps have also been used to open cul- 
verts when they became plugged with sand and seaweed. 


It is a state requirement that all herring rivers be kept 
open to allow herring to enter the ponds to spawn during 
the season. Also they must be kept open to allow an outlet 
to the sea to prevent water from backing up into cellars in 
that area. . .

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Committee on the Advisability of 
Remodeling the Town Hall 


The Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The study made by this Committee included one meeting 
with the Selectmen and a physical inspection of both the 
Town Hall and the old Community Center. Our findings lead 
us to believe that the present Town Hall is structurally sound, 
well located, and capable of most economically providing the 
additional official facilities needed by the town. 


With the exception of the Town Clerk and Treasurer’s 
office the present offices are antiquated and inadequate to 
efficiently meet the needs of the town officials. Toilet facil- 
ities are deplorably inadequate. 


It is felt by your Committee that the Town Hall should 
be reserved for official functions only with the added con- 
venience of one hearing room. Ample meeting space is else- 
where available for organizational uses. 


The remodeling plans as prepared about twenty years ago 
were available to this Committee and carefully considered; 
our conclusion being that such a plan would provide too 
elaborate and extensive a plant for any needs that can be 
forseen at this time. 


Our investigation has led us to the following conclusions 
which we feel can meet the situation over a long period of 
years: 
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A. For immediate needs additional space can be provided 
in two ways, viz: 


1. The large center hall on the main floor can pro- 
vide additional space by the expedient of extending the 
present office space out into this hall. This would require 
the moving of the present walls along this hallway. A 
much less spacious corridor would amply serve the needs 
of the building. 


2. The area on the second floor which is now leased 
as an Armory can provide a hearing room and consider- 
able new office space. Other suitable space for Armory 
needs can be found if it is so desired. 


B. We suggest that a new plan be drawn up to include 
the above recommendations and in addition to provide for 
the ultimate remodeling of the front of the building as 
follows: 


1. Anew Committee be appointed and granted funds 
to employ an architect to prepare a long range plan that 
will provide the necessary and desirable changes to the 
present building. It being borne in mind that such a plan 
should be capable of being accomplished in easy stages 
as the need presents itself rather than a wholesale re- 
modeling operation at any one time. 


2. Upon the adoption of this master plan articles can 
be placed in future town meeting warrants to provide 
such improvements as the town recognizes the need for 
them, and on a pay as you go basis.

Remodeling Committee. 
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Report of Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The work of protecting the Town Forest and the Water- 
shed area from fire has been continued this year so that now 
along Route 28 to a depth of about fifty feet dangerous in- 
flammable material has been cleaned up and burned. Also 
along Gifford Street for a distance of about 2,000 feet along 
the road to a depth of about 50 feet brush has been cleared 
up so that, with the exception of the northern area along 
Brick Kiln Road, the forest is quite well protected from fires 
originating on the outside. 


In addition to this about ten areas of heavy trees in the 
original Town Forest area have been pruned and all compet- 
ing brush and weed trees removed. This area is along Route 
28 on the west side and extends toward Long Pond to the east. 


A warden was Kept in the Forest during Christmas season 
to prevent the cutting of trees for Christmas. In the past few 
years there has been a lot of trees taken from the Forest and 
always the best ones. 


Your Committee feel that we should have $3,500.00 this 
coming year; at least $500.00 worth of tools are badly needed 
and we can use the balance in conjunction with the welfare 
department in giving employment to such persons as are 
able to work and who apply for town aid. The details of this 
have been worked out with the Welfare Department. 
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It is the desire of your Committee to try to clean and 
weed the plantings on the Watershed so that the work which 
was done in the ’30s may be preserved and prevent the loss 
of thousands of young trees.

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Report of Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


The tent caterpillar webs and fall web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed with the new blower and it 
was a more successful method. The Elm trees were sprayed 
four times with DDT concentration for the prevention of the 
Dutch Elm Disease. About 500 elm trees of the town have 
been trimmed for the prevention of the Dutch Elm Disease. 
New trees have been planted and fertilized. The usual tree 
trimming has been carried on as well as possible. Home own- 
ers are again urged more than ever to plant trees on their 
property, not only for shade and beauty but for property 
value. 


In 1948, 547 Browntail nests were collected during the 
winter months. They were cut and burned. 


Do not pile the elm wood in the open unless it has been 
peeled. Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects. Keep 
elms in a healthy growing condition. Notify your Tree 
Warden immediately when you notice any of the symptoms. 
Beware of irresponsible men calling themselves ‘‘experts” who 
condemn your trees. Remember only a laboratory test can 
determine whether your elm is diseased.

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Report of Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Moth Superintendent for 
the year 1948. 


Spraying for Elm Leaf Beetle and Gypsy Moth was taken 
care of as much as possible. The Sprayers are in a fair con- 
dition for another year. 


Iam asking for $2,500.00 to prevent the Dutch Elm Disease 
from getting a foothold here in this town by pruning out as 
much dead wood as possible. I am also asking for $3,000.00 
for spraying elms with DDT for prevention of Dutch Elm 
Disease. 2012 acres of airplane spraying for Gypsy Moth Con- 
trol was done with great success for $3,000.00 this year. I 
hope to do a like amount in 1949. The town received $1,066.33 
reimbursement from the State. 


Very satisfactory results have been obtained by spraying 
with DDT before the foliage appears. Young caterpillars are 
killed by coming in contact with the DDT residue on branches 
and twigs. 


« With Dutch Elm Disease at our back door, owners of elms 
should contact the Moth Superintendent or a capable private 
concern to have their elms sprayed with DDT Concentration 
to help control the elm bark beetle carrier which spreads the 
disease.

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Report of the Tree Planting Committee

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


“From the dawn of history man has been busy destroying 
the trees and forests of the earth, and the more that he has 
advanced toward what we call civilization the more destruc- 
tive of tree and forests has he become.” 


The above is quoted from H. E. Wilson’s book, Aristocrats 
of the Trees. Wilson alwavs advocated the planting of trees 
on a very large scale to replace man’s and nature’s destruc- 
tiveness; he was especially interested in Arbor Day and did 
much to make it of National importance. 


We are apt to take trees for granted; we see many trees 
about us and they seem to grow without much assistance 
from man so we feel that there is not much that we can do 
in assisting nature in her tree problem, but there is much 
that we can do: the beauty and prosperity of our country are 
tied up in the question of trees for ornamental planting and 
economic use. 


“Trees are the best landmarks of a noble civilization.” 


Your committee feels that while the town is appropriating 
some money for planting trees and shrubs on our roadsides 
and streets, that this work should be supplimented in a large 
way by private planting: owners of land should be encour- 
aged to replant their woodlands devastated by the hurricane, 
or to a smaller degree about their homes where trees may 
receive better care or along the roadsides in mixed plantings 
that will in time become windbreaks or help in preventing 
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soil erosion; in this sort of planting it will not be necessary 
to use large trees, and in some places even tree seed will in 
time give good results, remembering that trees not only add 
beauty to the property but in a larger way values are in- 
creased. 


In our first report to the town this committee emphasized 
the planting in so far as possible of our native trees and plants 
and we still hold to that principle, placing particular stress 
on the trees native to the Cape or which have become nat- 
uralized here by long planting: some of these latter are the 
English Elm, Black Locust, Red Pine, White Spruce, European 
Linden, Norway Maple, and European Larch, these with our 
old natives the Red Maple, White and Pitch Pine, Hickory, 
White and Red Oaks, Dogwood, Holly and Shad Bush, should 
be planted in large quantities, always being careful to place 
them in such locations as they are known to succeed in. 


Much of Cape Cod’s soil is not conducive to the best tree 
growth, so that when a variety of tree is found that readily 
adapts itself to our poorer soils, advantage should be taken 
to encourage the planting of this variety; such is the case of 
our native pitch pine which has been found to make very 
good lumber and also is in demand for pulp wood and when 
treated with a wood preservative will make good posts and 
may be used for other out of door purposes. Its planting 
should be encouraged in our poorer lands. Then also is the 
black locust a tree adaptable to many uses, not alone as a 
street tree but for its timber value it has no equal as a tree 
for Cape Cod. 


Mixed plantings of black locust, red pine, white and 
Norway spruce for windbreaks and for soil erosion control 
should be encouraged. In planting trees it is always well to 
remember that soil preparation is very important and that 
better tree growth will result if holes are made large and 
filled with good soil, it is far better to plant a few trees in 
well prepared soil rather than a lot in poorly prepared holes. 


Again your committee has co-operated with the State 
Department of Public Works in the planting of Route 28; the 
state furnished and the committee planted the following 
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trees and plants from North Falmouth to the circle and in 
some parts of West Falmouth and some trees in Falmouth on 
Palmer avenue. The following list of trees was furnished and 
planted. 


12 Lindens 20 American Plum 
12 Sugar Maples 6 Hathornes 
10 White Birch 50 Roses 
50 Red Twig Dogwood 9 Crabapple 
10 Gray Dogwood 9 Juniper 
12 Lilac 


In addition to this list the committee furnished and 
planted on Route 28: 


5 Weeping Willow 80 Roses 
3 Horsechestnut 50 Dogwood 


The sugar maples were planted just north of the circle 
in North Falmouth. Lindens in West Falmouth and 2 lindens 
opposite the entrance to Oak Grove Cemetery. The dogwoods 
were planted mostly south of West Falmouth while roses were 
planted on walls and steep banks from Falmouth to North 
Falmouth. The red dogwoods were planted on banks where 
in winter their brilliant red stems should be an attractive 
picture in the landscape. In all the two years planting of 
Route 28 about seven miles of the road has been planted. 


Planting of maples has been continud on the Davisville 
road and 83 trees were put out this year making approximate- 
ly 200 trees planted in the past two years. 


At the eastern entrance to Falmouth on Route 28 in 
Waquoit at the junction of the North Falmouth Road and 
Route 28 a group planting of juniper cedars etc. were planted. 


Two hundred dollars of the appropriation was alloted to 
the Tree Warden for planting on Oakwood Avenue and in 
Woods Hole. 
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Owing to the very dry season trees and plants had to be 
watered and this fall all of the plantings have been mulched 
with manure. 


The following plans for 1949 are recommended. 


lst. Plant 25 weeping willows on Route 28. There are a 
number of small waterholes on this road and the weeping 
willow is especially beautiful in such places. 


2nd. Start planting on the easterly side of the town on 
Route 28 in much the same way that we have done the north 
entrance to the town and in this planting to lay out a sample 
windbreak and soil erosion planting as a demonstration of 
this type of planting. 


3rd. Replant the Sandwich Road in Hatchville where 
the road has been rebuilt.

Our statistics for the year 1948 indicate that the Bureau 
of Old Age Assistance aided an average monthly case load of 
108 persons. Its case load, as of December 31, 1948, was 113 
cases. The State Standard Budget procedures are still main- 
tained as the basis for determining the amount of assistance 
required by each recipient. 


Several laws, pertaining to public welfare, were enacted 
during the 1948 session of the Legislature. Basically, these 
new laws provided for the following. 


1. An increase in the per diem rate of hospitalization— 
from $6.00 to $8.00 per day (effective June 11, 1948) 


2. Conversion of semi-monthly assistance payments 
from payment in arrears to payment in advance (effective 
August 26, 1948) 
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3. Standard Budget Adjustment, providing for an over- 
all cost-of-living increase of 8.3% (effective October i 
1948). This increase was applicable to all budgets with 
the exception of those in which recipients were residing 
in a boarding home or a nursing home. 


4. Increase in Federal participation in Old Age Assist- 
ance direct payments (effective October 1, 1948). In 
these payments, the Federal government’s reimburse- 
ment to the Town is limited to one-half up to $50.00 plus 
$5.00 per each case. (Heretofore, the Federal govern- 
ment’s share was one-half up to $45.00 plus $2.50 per 
case.) 


The year 1948 has also been a year of changes from the 


standpoint of personnel. Mr. Harry O. Waterman retired 
from his position with the Bureau of Old Age Assistance after 
nearly ten years of service. His retirement became effective 
October 1, 1948. Miss Elvira F. Costa was certified by the 
Civil Service Commission and appointed Social Worker for 
the local agency.

Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1948: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular meetings of the Falmouth Recreation Building 
Committee have been held on the second Monday of each 
month during the year, together with such special meetings 
as were necessary to operate the building most advantage- 
ously. 


Personnel: 

Mr. Augustus T. Canty was the Director of the Recre- 
ation Building during the year 1948. The Committee feels 
that the Town of Falmouth is most fortunate to have Mr. 
Canty as the recreational leader of the youth of the town. 
His sincere interest in, and understanding of, the young peo- 
ple and their problems; his willingness to contribute his time 
and energy, “beyond the call of duty’; his business ability, 
sense of “fair play”, patience, disposition and pleasing per- 
sonality, all have contributed greatly toward the success of 
the Recreation Building Program during the past year. 


The credit for the securing of Mr. Canty as Director, and 
also for puting the affairs of the Building in order, goes to 
Mr. George H. Bigelow and his Committee which served 
through the first two months of 1948. At that time Mr. Bige- 
low and several members of the committee resigned, some of 
whom had served faithfully since the building was purchased 
by the town. : 
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Mr. Canty has been ably assisted, during 1948, by: Mrs. 
George Perlot, Mrs. Edward Beazley, Mrs. Henry VanTol, and 
Mrs. John Radcliffe. Mrs. Radcliffe is the present Assistant 
Director, having served since November 5, 1948. 


Several persons have volunteered their services during 
the year and have been of great help in assisting at certain 
activities that required additional supervision. The Commit- 
tee wishes to express its sincere appreciation to these in- 
dividuals. 


The Committee accepted with regret, the resignation of 
Mrs. J. Arthur Powers as a committee member during the past 
year. Her keen interest in the problems of the youth of Fal- 
mouth, and her practical suggestions and intelligent criticisms 
have been greatly missed by the Committee. 


Finances: 

Many contingencies arose during the year 1948 which 
were unforseen at the time that the budget was submitted, 
the largest of which was the installation of safety measures 
required by the state in connection with the boiler used for 
heating the building. These expenditures were met without 
increased appropriations by the town. 


We would also like to bring to your attention, at this time, 
that the Committee is required by the state auditor to turn in 
to the Town all the funds which were accumulated by the 
various activities of the building. The total amount of such 
revenue returned to the town during 1948 was $1,185.22. 

Of the $2,000.00 appropriated at Town Meeting for the 
painting of the outside of the Recreation Building, $965.00 
was spent, leaving $1,035.00 which was returned to the Town.

During 1948 we have emphasized the segregation of in- 
dividuals using the Recreation Building into definite age 
groups and offered activities to these specific age groups. 
The result has been that certain groups do not monopolize 
the building at the expense of others and the teen age school 
group, for which the building was originally purchased, may 
carry on with their activities without the interference of the 
older or the very young groups. 
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It also has resulted in, not only an increased aggregate 
attendance, but also an increase in the number of different 
individuals who have made use of the building. 


The aggregate attendance shows an increase of 10,675 


over the previous year.

The Committee feels that the program of activities as of- 
fered at the Falmouth Recreation Building has become a very 


vital part of our community. 


The absence of any serious 
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juvenile delinquency problem in Falmouth, especially during 
the post war period and during the winter months when there 
are so many “idle hands”, substantiates this view. 


The committee will be the first to admit that the program 
as carried on at the present time is not ideal by any means. 
There are, of necessity, many complicated problems con- 
nected with the handling of such diversified ages and types 
of individuals and groups. We hope that we have been able 
to solve many of the problems that have arisen during the 
past year and will continue to the best of our ability to at- 
tempt to solve those which will arise in the future. 

As an aid to us in carrying out the recreational program 
we urge all of the town people to feel free to contact the 
Director or any member of the Committee if they have any 
suggestions or criticisms regarding the activities or program 
at the Recreation Building. 

The Committee is requesting the sum of $13,905.88 for the 
purpose of continuing the recreational program for the year 
1949. This amount, if it were not for the sum of $612.00, 
necessary for the additional expense of opening the building 
for Otis Field Personnel on Sundays, would be less than the 
amount asked for last year. In view of the increased cost of 
operation, the increased number of organizations and indi- 
viduals, who have made use of the Recreation Building during 
the past year, and the extended list of activities offered, the 
importance of having an efficient and business-like Director 
in charge of the Building is very apparent. 

The Committee strongly urges all of those who wish to 
see the activities at the Recreation Building continue to sup- 
port the program and to offer assistance whenever possible.

Report of the Committee to Investigate 
the School Building Needs 
of the Town 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


Since the last annual report, the Building Committee has 
held seventeen meetings, all but four of which have been 
joint meetings with the Town Planning Board. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February 1948 an article 
to take the Town Farm and acquire additional land adjoining 
the Athletic Field as a site for the new high school was de- 
feated. 


Two matters of vital importance occurring during the 
year were: 


1. The Federal Works Agency which approved a grant of 
$10,500.00 to the Town for plans and specifications for a 
new high school informed us in September that if plans 
were not completed and approved by them before 30 June 
1949 they would be forced to demand that the Town re- 
turn to the Government the funds already advanced. 


2. Under the provisions of Section 7 of Chapter 645 of the Acts 
of 1948 the Town can receive from the State twenty per 
cent of the cost of construction of a new high school. The 
provisions of the act will cease to be operative on 30 June 
1951. 
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At a Special Town Meeting in July 1948 an article to take 
the Chute Property for a school site was defeated. An article 
to acquire Good Will Park for school purposes was passed by 
the necessary two thirds vote, and now at long last the Build- 
ing Committee could go ahead with plans and specifications. 


Good Will Park, consisting of approximately ninety acres 
has three possible building sites. Site No. 1 is situated at the 
Palmer Avenue entrance; Site No. 2 is at about the center 
of the Park on high ground overlooking Long Pond; Site No. 3 
is at the Gifford Street entrance. At a joint meeting of the 
Building Committee and the Planning Board it was over- 
whelmingly voted to select Site No. 2 as the most desirable 
for the location of the new high school.

11 patients were trans- 
ported for Public Welfare, 15 for the Police Department, 13 
Old Age Recipients and 2 Veterans’ Relief—making a total of 
$510.75 to be charged to the Town—no fees collected.

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Report of the Planning Board 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for the 
year 1948. 


The Board has met regularly since it was reorganized as 
a new seven member board in June. In addition to our regu- 
lar meetings, we have had special meetings for hearings and 
combined meetings with the School Building Needs Com- 
mittee. 


One major problem which we investigated was that of 
summer traffic and beach conditions in the Town. For pro- 
fessional study of these conditions, we engaged Mr. Sidney 
N. Shurcliff, Town Planner for a field investigation and re- 
port,—as much of a study as our budget would allow. He 
came to Falmouth and studied such Key points as Falmouth 
and Woods Hole Main Streets, Woods Hole Steamboat Dock 
area, and the beaches. Air photographs of these spots were 
taken and contained in the report. The report gave a descrip- 
tion of what he saw as our main sources of traffic congestion, 
parking problems, at a time of peak load, and recommen- 
dations of remedies. This survey has been and will be ex- 
tremely valuable in our actions on these problems. 


The Planning Board met with the School Building Needs 
Committee several times prior to the Special Town Meeting 
in July and considered the various school sites. In cooperation 
with the committee, the Planning Board recommended to the 
voters the “Chute” property, so called, on Shivericks Pond 
as the best possible site for a new high school. This was a 


116 


reiteration of the Planning Board’s recommendation of the 
previous year. 


After the voters in Special Town Meeting voted to take 
Goodwill Park as the school site, the Planning Board con- 
tinued to meet with the School Building Committee to study 
possible locations of the school within the park and other 
related problems. 


In December the Board met with John P. Sylvia, Jr., Town 
Counsel, James M. Pafford, Chairman of the Board of Ap- 
peals, and Harry Randall, Building Inspector to consider 
several proposed Zoning Law changes in regard to television 
towers, property line set-backs for garages, enlargement of 
the Main Street (Falmouth) business area, and rigid control 
of “chauffeur’s quarters” over garages. 


The Planning Board is seeking passage at the coming an- 
nual Town Meeting of an article which it considers a major 
step towards real forward-looking town planning. The article 
requests “a complete overall survey of the Town to be made 
by recognized town planning experts, such a survey to be made 
with relation to streets, sewers, water supply, use of land in 
the Town, population trends, adequacy of existing schools and 
other public buildings, recreational facilities, housing condi- 
tions, subdivision of real estate, transportation facilities, adap- 
tation of municipal finance with reference to indebtedness, 
income sources and assessment methods, traffic routing and 
control, and all matters properly pertaining to the municipal 
government of the Town of Falmouth.” This article would 
create a “Master Plan” for the town. It would require about 
tifteen months’ work. At the completion of the survey, reports 
would be printed for distribution to the voters. 


Arlington, Sharon, Needham, Canton, and Dedham are 
among the towns which have recently adopted such programs. 


The Planning Board feels that the cost of such a survey 
is small compared to the amounts of time and money the 
“Master Plan” could have saved and would save for Falmouth. 
One specific problem such a survey, had it been made previ- 
ously, would have answered, would be the question of a school 
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site. For all such future problems, this plan would have de- 
finite recommendations. 


During the coming year, the Board anticipates a large in- 
crease in its work, particularly because of its new duties as a 
Board of Survey and the resultant increase in the number of 
the Board’s meetings and hearings. 


The Planning Board appreciates all suggestions to help in 
its aim of faithfully and progressively serving the citizens of 
Falmouth.

The Falmouth Planning Board, 
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‘Report of Park Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Park Commissioners hereby submit their annual 
report for the year 1948. 


The department started the construction of a new base- 
ball field at the East Falmouth Playground immediately after 
the annual town meeting. About 5% acres of woodland was 
cleared, stripped and graded. A regulation infield was laid 
out, an all steel backstop erected and water service installed 
with a drinking fountain. A contract was let in September for 
fine grading and seeding 3% acres of the area cleared, with 
the result that East Falmouth will have an excellelnt field 
to play on next summer. 


Fonseca Park, at Fresh Pond, was graded, loamed and 
seeded. A steel fence was erected along the highway to pro- 
tect the children using the playground and a steel backstop 
was put up. A plaque, in memory of Cpl. Leonard J. Fonseca, 
will be set in the large boulder, placed by the roadside, when 
the park is dedicated next Memorial Day. 


Improvements were continued at Nye Park by construct- 
ing a steel backstop and a heavy wire mesh fence around the 
outfield. The play area in the outfield was loamed and seeded 
in the Fall. A water service and drinking fountain was in- 
stalled, a score board erected and three benches were added 
for the spectators’ use. These improvements were greatly ap- 
preciated and enabled the full use of this field for the first 
time since it was built. The tennis court fence was repaired 
and the care of the courts maintained by the department. An 
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area of woodland, near the western boundary of the park, was 
cleared of brush and briars. 


Goodwill Park brushing was continued along the road- 
ways and the picnic area maintained for an increasing number 
of users. It is the desire of the Commissioners to have the 
town develop a large area around the southern and western 
sides of Grews Pond for park purposes and do away with the 
present picnic area, which is on the watershed and too close 
to Long Pond. 


Woods Hole Playground was improved by the large amount 
of fill from the sewer project that was placed in the left field 
area and the Mill Pond. The infield was kept in good playing 
condition but the entire outfield area is in need of loaming 
and seeding. The tennis courts were newly surfaced with clay, 
the fence was rewired with a heavy wire, and new nets and 
tapes purchased, putting these courts in good condition. A 
parking area is being constructed to the south of the courts 
by filling in the swamp with the dredged material from the 
Great Harbor Dock project. 


The Village Green was given one feeding of milorganite 
and watered during the dry weather. This kept the grass 
green through the entire season and the Green never looked 
better. 


At Falmouth Heights, Hewitt Park was regraded, loamed 
and seeded. The ball field was fed with milorganite and the 
drinking fountain placed behind the backstop. Seven new 
benches were added to the waterfront park and new privet 
hedge plants were set out in Worcester Park. All of these parks 
were kept in good condition with the exception of Chapel 
Park, which is in need of extensive grading and seeding. 


Five of the flag poles were painted and the tool shed re- 
paired. A new Locke triplex power mower was purchased to 
replace the old mower that had been breaking down repeat- 
edly. The new mower was a great time saver and brought 
the department’s equipment to a first class setup. 


The bathing casino at the town beach was rebuilt to 
provide new toilet and dressing room facilities. A fine job 
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was done by both the architect and contractor and the town 
obtained a good building for the money spent. These new fa- 
cilities proved to be sufficient to meet the needs of the pub- 
lic and enabled the department to operate the beach in a sat- 
isfactory manner. The local Red Cross chapter ner a 
fine steel stretcher for use at the beach. 


The department made every effort to keep the beaches 
clean. Twenty new rubbish cans were set out making thirty- 
eight cans in all at the three beaches. At the town beach a 
picnic area with open fireplaces was set off with signs to 
give the public a place to have beach parties. Life rings, set 
on posts, were placed at intervals along the town beach and 
the Heights beach as a safety measure. 


A new diving float and rowboat were built for the Heights 
beach. The float was well constructed by a local boatyard. 
Four small balsam wood rafts were purchased and placed at 
the Heights and the town beach for the use of the small 
children. 

The department had a very busy year and the Commis- 
sioners appreciate the fine manner in which the superintend- 
ent and his men performed their work, and are very grateful 
for the help received from the other town departments and 
many townspeople, which made our task easier.

Town Survey Committee 
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Report of Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee herewith submits its re- 
port for the year 1948. 


The third unit of the committee’s program was construct- 
ed early this summer, namely five jetties on Surf Drive to 
protect that much traveled roadway. 


The next unit will consist of the rebuilding of two jetties 
and adding four others to protect the Menauhant Road, also 
the rebuilding of the Falmouth Heights jetty in front of the 
Park Beach Hotel, and adding another jetty to further pro- 
tect the Heights sea wall. This complete unit is expected to 
be let before this report is published. 


A contract has just been let for the complete restoration 
of the foreshore at Silver Beach, where the sand that has 
blocked the harbor entrance will be dredged and pumped be- 
tween the jetties that were built last year. This is the latest 
method of beach preservation that is now being used at Miami 
and Atlantic City where dredges are pumping huge stock piles 
of sand and letting the waves and currents distribute the ma- 
terial along the shoreline. 


Sand fences were erected along the beach at Nobska, Surf 
Drive, Falmouth Heights, Maravista, Menauhant and Old Sil- 
ver Beach. Beach grass was planted between the fence and 
the roadway. in an attempt to rebuild the beach and protect 
the town roadway. It is too early to judge whether this work 
is practical or not. 
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The committee is asking the town to take a strip of land 
along the Maravista waterfront where so many houses were 
destroyed by the hurricane. The town will soon have to spend 
considerable money in protecting this section or lose the road- 
way, and the town should own the land before the jetties are 
built. 


The committee is requesting more funds to be spent joint- 
ly with State and County funds, as we must have enough 
money available to pay our proportion when the State is 
ready with their funds, or the town will lose the allotment 
for the year. 


We are also asking for $2000. to be expended by the com- 
mittee for erosion jobs too small for the State to come in on, 
and for continuing the sand fencing and beach grass plant- 
ing program.

Veterans’ Advisory Committee 
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Report of Great Harbor Dock Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


The Great Harbor Dock Committee herewith submits its 
report for the year 1948. 


The contract for constructing the Dock at the Town Land- 
ing on Great Harbor had been awarded to F. V. Lawrence dur- 
ing the Fall of 1947 but due to the critical shortage of creo- 
soted southern yellow pine actual construction did not get 
underway until April of this year. 

The sub-contractor encountered difficulty in driving the 
piles and had to spend considerable time in straightening and 
pulling them into position. The first shipment of lumber ar- 
rived during the latter part of April but did not contain the 
stringers which were needed to start the timber work. The 
contractor made every effort to expedite the material but the 
stringers did not arrive until the first of June. 


The work of driving the sheeting was extremely slow and 
difficult due to striking hard packed gravel, boulders and hard 
clay. This work was carried on through the summer months 
and all timber work on the dock was finished during the first 
week in October. The dredging was held up until cold weather 
to meet the contractor’s schedule and cause as little inconven- 
ience aS possible in carting the wet material through the 
streets. The dredging is now being done and will be com- 
pleted in January. 

The committee is asking for funds at the annual Town 
Meeting to harden the town landing and to install a water 
service to the Dock.

Following is a report of the Building Commissioner for 
the year ending December 31, 1948. 


In accordance with the applications filed in the Building 
Commissioner’s office, the entire year has been a busy one, as 
the following monthly statements show. A reference to the 
comparison of previous years will indicate that both con- 
struction and valuation are on the up grade. 


For both new construction and alterations the total esti- 
mated cost was $1,174,288.00. There have been built new 
dwellings in the sum of $866,300, private garages in the sum 
of $30,100, commercial buildings in the sum of $69,400, acces- 
sory buildings in the sum of $21,200, and alterations in the 
sum of $187,288. 


There have been a total of 271 New Building permits and 
106 Alteration & Repair permits issued in 1948. 


Sixty-three hearings were held during the year before 
the Board of Appeals and Board of Selectmen for special per- 
mits and variances.

There were at total of 62 Brush Fires during the year, 
which were 16 less than the previous year. 


I continued the prevention policy of renewing and ex- 
tending the “fire break” system which may prove to be a good 
safeguard in case conditions return such as we experienced 
in the Fall of 1947 when we were unable to control the fire 
by use of our equipment available. We used a bulldozer and 
constructed a break on one side of Mill road, and burned 
out between it and the road. The plan for the coming year 
is to construct a parallel break on the opposite side and when 
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this is finished it should be possible to hold a fire at this 
point should one get started in a dry spell. I have hopes to 
extend the system little by little each year. The system now 
constructed—if properly “burned out’ every second year will 
probably prove of great value should a fire get a bad start. 


I have been very fearful of the “Town Forest” area for 
several years due to the wild thick growth there in and re- 
quested the Town Forest Committee to expend some funds in 
“weeding out and giving the forest proper attention.” I asked 
the State Forester to advise me on this work and the Com- 
mittee agreed to my request. Asa result the Committee hired 
Mr. Allen to take the job over and I was able to feel easier 
on the question of fire danger in that “Town Forest” section: 
I feel that we do have now a chance to catch a fire there— 
BUT I still hope that more “trimming” work can be done for 
lessening the fire danger if not for other better reasons known 
to persons familiar with Forestry. 


We experienced two bad dry spells this past year. One in 
the Spring, last days of April and beginning of May. I called 
on the “Fire Patrol” operation to patrol as heavy as we could 
and they extinguished fires during the operation. Such patrol 
is put out when we are advised by the Forest Fire Forecast 
relayed to us by the Fire Tower that it will be a class 4 or 
class 5 fire day. I am fully convinced that fires that start 
from ‘accidental’ causes can be quickly caught and con- 
trolled. BUTI still can not find the answer on how to catch 
and control the “set fires”. 


On May 2nd, 1948, when the wind and conditions were 
favorable for a quick running fire, one was SET on the B & 
M road and increased with such rapidity that it threatened 
Camp Edwards. It is very difficult to be able to discover such 
an incendiary and even with the best co-operation from the 
Police and State Fire Inspector’s office, no evidence that would 
stand up in Court has been found. Nevertheless, I hereby 
state that from my years of experience I believe that we have 
one or more “forest fire bugs” in Town. I can prove that 
“sets” have occurred but to place the charge against anyone 
we have not been able to do to the satisfaction of the Court. 
But I also believe in the old adage about the pitcher being to 
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the well once too often. Some day someone will spot him 
(or her) in the act and the results may not be pleasant for 
the culprit. 


Once more I wish to inform the persons who so willingly 
render aid in a woods fire that their volunteer help is most 
welcome BUT if they expect to receive pay for their work they 
will not be eligible unless they are put to work by a forest fire 
deputy and remain with him until dismissed. The plan now 
is that every officer of the Fire Department is a Deputy 
Warden, and shall work with his “squad” of men as ordered 
by the Warden. Therefore, if a general call for help is soun- 
ded such men as want to work at a fire, shall seek out some 
fire officer and join his squad or be directed to report to Cen- 
tral Fire Headquarters for assignment. 


The year until September 10, was quite free from other 
than accidental fires, although, we did respond to a few just 
over the town lines but on that date the Governor issued a 
proclamation warning the public of drought conditions. This 
required that we resume the fire patrol and make ready for 
emergencies. 

It was particularly gratifying to note the excellent work 
of the “off shift platoon” and their response during the period. 
This caused an additional expense that had not been fore- 
seen or expected. As a result our patrol operation was much 
higher than it had ever been before, I believe. We rolled up 
a mileage ‘of 3,875 miles for the year and used 521 gallons of 
gas. I certainly believe ste the PATROL system is valuable 
and worth its cost. 


After departure for active military duty, the work of the 
Forest Warden was assumed by Deputy Chief George G. Ferris, 
who became Forest Warden and for further remarks and re- 
commendations he will extend these remarks. I have all con- 
fidence in his ability to carry on the work and take this op- 
portunity to express my appreciation for his help and co+ 
operation in this work in the past.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden Ferris— 


On November of this year the Park Department ran out 
of funds, and I was contacted by the Finance Committee to 
see if I had any funds available, of which I had a. small 
amount that put three of their men to work for two weeks 
clearing that part of the Watershed, situated on the Gifford 
Street side. The work consisted of cutting out oak and other 
decidious trees to give those evergreens planted by the Forest 
Committee a chance to grow. I feel that more of this work 
should be done in the coming year to rid the area of this fuel 
which would add to a serious woods fire. _ 


In checking over our wooded areas in the Town I find 
some very bad fire hazards. There are a number of these 
areas which should be brushed out to prevent a repetition 
of the Beebe woods fire. I hope the voters will see fit to grant 
me such sums to do this work, which is badly needed and 
will make work for those men who are now idle in Town. 


This year a change was made on the question of appoint- 
ing Deputy Fire Wardens. Because the Town of Falmouth 
does now have an organized Fire Department with experi- 
enced officers and many call men, I have deemed it to be in 
the best interest of the Town to confine all “chain of com- 
mand” in the fire operations to those officers of the depart- 
ment to be a deputy forest warden with rank and authority 
as indicated by their rank and authority in the Fire Depart- 
ment proper. This has worked out so far very satisfactory 
and a more prompt response has resulted that was not found 
under the old system of civilian deputies not connected with 
the department.

REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


Chief George G. Ferris 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Sir: 


In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 
mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm 
System for which I am responsible. 


All Fire Alarm Boxes have been painted and checked for 
proper operation, and were found to be in very good working 
order. It is my intention to test and inspect each Box once 
a month. 


During the past year I have spent a considerable amount 
of time on the Fire Alarm circuits, pulling up slack and re- 
placing cross arm insulators etc., where needed. I also re- 
placed two department owned telephone poles that were no 
longer fit for service. 


Due to the lack of sufficient funds I was unable to in- 
stall all of the test boxes at various locations in the fire alarm 
circuits, I am expecting to locate a few such boxes this com- 
ing year, if it is possible to purchase them at a reasonable 
cost to the Town. 


Some equipment was damaged this past year by lightning 
and has since been repaired and put back in service. 


I was not able to obtain any lead cable this past year for 
the underground fire alarm loop to Penzance Point, and have 
found out that this cable will be available this coming year 
to make necessary repairs. 


Several new sections of wire have been replaced this past 
year, doing away with old wire that was in very poor condi- 
tion. I have asked for money in the Fire Alarm budget this 
coming year to rebuild the Main Street Fire Alarm loop from 
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Headquarters to the Post Office, a distance of approximately 
1,900 feet. This loop is No. 6 iron wire and in very poor con- 
dition. 


Considerable amount of damage was done to the Fire 
Alarm from the snow storm of December 19, 1948. Wires were 
pulled down and snapped off due to the weight of snow that 
coliected and froze to the wires. Cross arms, pins, and tie 
wires were broken, some sections were pulled down due to 
telephone poles being snapped off from the excess weight. 


_ Some damage was caused to the signal board at the West 
Falmouth Fire Station due to the high voltage coming into 
the station over the fire alarm wires. Two Fire Alarm Boxes 
were burned out, two tappers, and all high voltage arrestors 
in the West Falmouth loop were damaged. 


All four alarm circuits were put out of order until emer- 
gency repairs could be made. I found it necessary to hire a 
lineman to help out in this emergency as it required the work 
of more than one man. 


I have replaced approximately 3,000 feet of wire in vari- 
ous sections of the fire alarm circuits due to the storm, and 
all circuits will have to be gone over and slack wires pulled 
up and retied. 


I wish at this time to thank Privates Diaco, Corey, and 
Rogers for their help during the storm and after it in helping 
me to recover the Fire Alarm System. 


The Radio System is in good order and should give good 
service without any major breakdown this coming year.

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DRILLMASTER’S REPORT

Dear Sir: 


In compliance with your request, I submit the following 
report. 


The usual drills outdoors were held for the companies 
this year as follows. 


Engine No. 1 and Ladder No. 1 7 Drills 
Engine No. 2 and Ladder No. 2 ie 
Engine No. 3 i oa 
Engine No. 4 B19 
Engine No. 5 Se sae 


Additional drills were held that were requested from time 
to time, both indoors and outdoors. This definitely shows 
the men want to better acquaint themselves with the equip- 
ment and its uses and improve the department as a whole. 


All new men and the Juniors were given instructions on 
the equipment and its uses. 


The Juniors have again proven that they are good fire- 
men, both on house fires and during the brush fire seasons. 
Four ex-Juniors have been advanced to regular callmen on 
Ladder No. 1, and are doing an excellent job.. These four Jun- 
iors replaced men who either left the department to join the 
Armed Forces or to attend school out of town. 


I wish to thank the officers of the various companies for 
the cooperation I have received this past year and feel I will 
receive the same cooperation in the future. 


| I attended Drillmaster’s school for Massachusetts in 
Brookline, March 29th, through April 2nd, conducted by the 
State Department of Education. The school was very inter- 
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esting and educational. I benefited greatly by this school and 
hope to pass it on to the department from time to time. 


On May 21st, and 22nd, I attended the Inter Assoc. of Fire 
Chiefs (New England Division) Field Day in New Haven, 
Conn., with Chief Wells. The Field Day under the direction 
of Chief Hines and his New Haven Department was a demon- 
stration of the latest equipment and their uses. New Haven, 
Conn., has one of the largest, best equipped and operated drill 
schools on the Eastern Seaboard. The Field Day was attended 
by Five Chiefs and invited guests from all New England and 
New York. 


At the present writing we have a school in session for 
probational firemen, who are learning. This school is sup- 
ported by funds from the State Department of Education 
(Barden Fund) training of firemen. The instructors being 
Elmer E. Fuller, Sidney Roberts, Deputy MacWhinnie and 
Deputy Peck, and the course runs for twelve weeks, two nights 
a week or 24 lessons. Schooling for these men to become bet- 
ter firemen being no cost to the Town of Falmouth what so- 
ever. 


I have assisted Deputy MacWhinnie and Lt. Donnelly in 
the Fire Prevention Bureau. 


Several groups of school children have been thru the 
Central Station on inspections used in connection with their 
school work. I have obtained films for the school and various 
groups on Fire Prevention and Chemistry of Fire, and the 
Sandwich Fire of 1946. 


The interest has been very great and the cooperation re- 
markable from all who have been assisted and hope we will 
be able to continue in the future.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


My report for this year will be for only a part of the year 
so far as an active department head is concerned and the 
balance will be similar to the days from 1919 to 1925 when the 
department consisted of a few paid men and the fire duty was 
performed by volunteers. The reason for this was that when 
I was released from the Armed Forces in 1946, I resumed my 
pre-war status in the organized Reserve to be recalled to ac- 
tive duty if the need arose and orders were issued. Congress 
saw fit to enact certain laws which resulted in my being re- 
called to active duty in August. It was fortunate that I was 
assigned to duty in Albany, N. Y. This enables me to return 
to Falmouth on many weekends and allows me to continue to 
remain as the unpaid head of the department meeting with 
the Board of Engineers for the administrative meetings held 
by such Board. This arrangement was authorized and sanc- 
tioned by a unanimous vote of the Board of Engineers. 


I wish to comment on the statistics for the past year. It 
is good to note that the fire loss this year has decreased and 
stands approximately $8,000.00 less than the previous year— 
the loss being $24,272.30 this year as compared with 32,933.37 
last year. Of this amount however, all BUT $1,290.00 was 
covered by insurance. Further I wish to point out that the 
value of the property under fire hazard (which could have 
been lost without fire protection) was over $100,000.00 greater 
than last year. It might be well to recall this when one 
thinks as to whether the cost of maintaining the department 
of the Town is worth the expense... 


The total number of fires was slightly less being 97 as 
compared with 106 last year and 142 the previous year. Here 
again, I feel that this is a reflection of better work by the in- 
spection work and the resultant fire prevention activities. 


During the past year there has been no list established 
by Civil Service and all appointments for the past year are 
ofa temporary nature to be terminated when a list IS es- 
tablished. The Town meeting voted favorably at the annual 
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Town meeting to accept a provision of the Laws which the 
Board of Engineers had been led to believe that would en- 
able the Board to promote certain callmen to the permanent 
force without the need of an examination, but when the 
Chief attempted to use the provisions, the Civil Service Au- 
thority ruled that the law that the Town had accepted was 
no longer in force or effect. The Chief is still puzzled as to 
why such law was included in several revisions of the General 
Laws IF it was not a valid law and currently affective. 


However, the Legislature has seen fit to pass another 
“enabling act” this past year which, if again accepted by 
the Town meeting will allow the Board to promote the same 
men to the permanent force. 


It is my sad duty to have to report the loss of life by fire. 
This year one man died from this cause. The Fire Depart- 
ment was not notified of the fire and our reports show that 
the tragedy was not discovered for a day or so after it had 
happened. When the department was finally notified of the 
fire we reported (as required by law) to the State Fire Marshal 
and gave him such data as we had. That official instituted 
an investigation which revealed that John Behan lost his life 
due to smoking in bed, which resulted in the bedding catching 
fire. The combustion used up all the oxygen in the room and 
burned itself out. The Police authorities are satisfied that 
the death was accidental but it points a lesson for fire pre- 
vention “Don’t Smoke in Bed”. 


As a result of the action on the Town Meeting, bids were 
called for as required by town-by-law and asked for the cost 
to build a new power hoisted ladder truck. Maxim Company 
was the lowest bidder and agreed to furnish the Fire De- 
partment with such a ladder truck for $26,550.00, plus the old 
ladder truck turned in trade. It was accepted and it is not 
expected to be completed until some time in the spring of 
1950 unless conditions make it possible for an earlier delivery. 
Since we must limp along with the old ladder truck we found 
it necessary to have some needed repairs made in it BUT they 
are only temporary and its end may come like the “Old One 
Hoss Shay” anytime. re

On February 15th, the Board of Engineers selected and 
promoted George G. Ferris, as the lst Deputy Chief of De- 
partment from the list of three names and he received this 
selection because of seniority of service and being on the list 
of names submitted. 


The Board of Engineers sent Lieut. Peck to attend the 
State Drill School for Drillmasters and I received notice that 
his rating while at school was “superior”. All drill work on 
both call men and Company drills are under his supervision 
and he is responsible for training of all permanent men as 
well. 


On May Ist, two additional men were temporarily ap- 
pointed to the department as firemen, Charles M. Corey and 
Arthur F. Sabens. On May 8, 1948, the change in the Town 
By-Law controlling the hours of work for firemen became 
operative having received the approval of the Attorney Gen- 
eral and was placed into effect. This is the 84 hour law or a 
version of the two Platoon system. By this action there is 
always firemen on duty in each Station and it has greatly 
improved the morale of the department. I also, believe that 
the statistics reflect that its effiency has also improved as 
well. 


On February 14th, a quick thaw and drenching rain 
caused calls for action by the department and before the 
emergency was declared over 14 flooded cellars were pumped 
out and with the fine co-operation of the Highway and Police 
Departments many other flooding emergencies were met and 
over come. All of our equipment that could be used was put 
to use to the fullest extent possible. We answered the calls 
as rapidly as we had equipment available or could get addi- 
tional. We regret that our amount of equipment is limited 
and we have to use it where the danger to life and property 
is the greatest since no community can possibly afford to own 
enough equipment to meet ALL emergencies. We very much 
appreciate the understanding and co-operation of the citizens 
of the Town when we are at “our wits’ end’ to answer such 
calls when every piece of equipment is in use. 


In August 1948, the Chief called a meeting of the Board 
of Engineers and requested a military leave of absence be- 
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cause Of orders he had received to return to active duty with 
the Armed Forces. At this meeting the following vote was 
passed, “That Chief Ray D. Wells be granted a leave of ab- 
sence from the department, and that George G. Ferris is 
hereby appointed Chief, with the duties and responsibilities 
of Chief Wells, but that this action will revert to former status 
at anytime that Chief Wells is in the Town’. The next day 
the Chief called on the Board of Selectmen and requested a 
military leave of absence from the Board of Fire Engineers 
and explained the action of the Board of Engineers. Chair- 
man William English of the Board of Selectmen granted the 
military leave and on August 26th, 1948, the Chief reported to 
the Adjutant General of New York State, who is also, the 
State Director of Selective Service. The assignment was to 
duty as Operations officer for SSS for the State of New York. 
Since that date the Chief has returned for monthly meetings 
of the Board of Engineers each month and three other week- 
ends as well. 


Since the Chief’s absence the active control and work of 
running the department has rested with George G. Ferris, who 
was appointed to rank of Chief by the Board of Engineers 
and with the approval of the Civil Service and it is my opin- 
ion that he is a most capable officer, efficient in his work and 
well grounded in the department operation. Second Deputy 
Milton MacWhinnie was elevated to the position of 1st. Deputy 
and Leighton F. Peck (also on the Civil Service list) was pro- 
moted to 2nd. Deputy until such time as the Chief returns 
to his civilian post. (This can be anytime after Aug. 1949 
that the Army considers the Chief’s active duty should ter- 
minate.) 


I wish to extend my appreciation and thanks for the co- 
operation of the officers and men of the department because 
I well understand that any public service department is only 
as good as ALL the members make it. 


These remarks and the report will be extended by Chief 
Ferris to cover that portion of the year which has been under 
his active control. I close by saying that the work of the 
Fire Department is still my preference in life, and I hope that 
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I may be able to return and carry on the work which on May 
1st, 1949, will complete thirty years of service in the Falmouth 
Fire Department.

REPORT OF CHIEF (Continued) 
(George G. Ferris, Chief) 


At a meeting of the Board of Engineers, held on August 
22, 1948, I was appointed Chief of Department in the absence 
of Lt. Col. Wells, who was granted a military leave of absence 
on this day. 


Chief Wells having covered the Fire Department’s activ- 
ities for the year, I will add a few minor details. 


On October 30th, 1948, I organized a searching party for 
a lost parachutist at Coonamessett Airport by calling in Call- 
men and vounteers, and with the aid of our radio cars, it was 
possible to centralize our search on one area in Camp Ed- 
wards, whereby parachutist’s body was found just at night- 
fall. 


During the heavy snow and ice storm of December 19th, 
1948, our department worked night and day answering calls 
for fires and burning wires in different sections of the Town. 
Traveling was very difficult for reason of heavy snow fall. 
Our Fire Alarm System was completely disrupted. I would 
like to state that I have an estimate of $400 to $500 damage 
to the system. 


On December 28th, 1948, our Fire Alarm Truck was struck 
by a local Taxi at the corner of Hawthorne and Nantucket 
Avenues, Falmouth Heights. Causing damage to Fire Alarm 
truck estimated at $300.00. Legal action is now being taken 
care of by the Town Counsel. This being the second accident 
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for this vehicle, which makes it very unsafe on the Highway. 
I respectfully request that the Town vote to purchase a new 
truck to replace this one. 


I would like to take the opportunity at this time to explain 
to the Public, that if we seem a bit too strict on the storage 
of fuel and liquified petroleum, it is because of the everyday 
accurrance in the papers whereby some entire family has 
been wiped out by fire in their homes for reason of faulty oil 
burner equipment. Before any permit can be issued, it must 
be inspected by our department and brought up to present 
day regulations. We do not want such a catastrophe in the 
Town of Falmouth. 


On January 11, 1948, Lieut. Robert W. Donnelly returned 
from Military leave and was assigned to the Fire Prevention 
Bureau of this Department for reason of an increase number 
of fuel oil burner and liquified petroleum permits (instal- 
lation). 


I wish to commend Deputy Chief MacWhinnie, Deputy 
Chief Peck and Lt. Donnelly for their splendid work in the 
Fire Prevention Bureau. I also, want to thank all permanent 
and call men for their fine co-operation sense taking over Ane 
duties of chief of the department.

Community Center Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 


Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Community Center Building Repair and Improve- 
ment Committee met and organized as per Article 82 at the 
February 13th session of the annual Town Meeting. 


I appointed on my committee Harry Davis, Arthur Chase 
and Ralph Landers. 


The first meeting we advertised for bids on painting the 
outside of the building, and let the contract to Joseph J. Costa 
for $1,150.00. The rest of the money was used for painting 
the inside entries and fixing the ladies’ and men’s toilets, etc. 


We find that the third floor of the building needs to be 
repaired as the plaster is in very bad condition. The second 
floor also needs attention and we would advise to make these 
over into offices and that the town raise and appropriate five 
thousand dollars to make a start on improvements on the 
building at this time. ‘ 
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We recommend that the town give whatever committee 
that is appointed authority to fix up the rooms inside the 
building for offices for the best interest of the town.

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Report of the Steel Committee 


The School Committee has held twelve regular and 
eighteen special meetings during the year. 


The Town of Falmouth and the country at large is faced 
with a serious shortage of school facilities due to the increased 
birth rate in the 1940’s. During and since the war there has 
been an increase of more than one million births per year. 
In Falmouth the number of children entering first grade has 
increased 58% in five years and in one year, from 1947 to 1948, 
it increased from 167 to 229 or about 35%. As these children 
are promoted up through the grades and as the number of 
children entering continues to increase, more class rooms 
must be made available for them. In September three addi- 
tional primary rooms were opened. Next fall at least two 
more elementary rooms will be needed and this will continue 
for five more years provided the entering classes do not grow 
any larger. But larger entering classes will mean still more 
class rooms in succeeding years. 


This influx of children will not greatly affect the high 
school until 1952. In fact there has been a decline in high 
school enrollments throughout most of the country. Fal- 
mouth, however, seems to be an exception, for there was a 
slight increase last September and from present sixth grade 
enrollments we anticipate a 10% increase in the fall, necessi- 
tating at least two extra rooms. 


Last September, due to the lack of class room facilities, 
classes were held in the recreation room of the Police Depart- 
ment until the Library Trustees came to the rescue with’ the 
offer of a basement room in the library. By moving the 
classes in agriculture to the library a room was made avail- 
able in the high school basement for needed class room space. 
The School Committee is faced with the problem of finding 
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additional class rooms or of running two sessions in the Hall 
School in September. The Village School will be filled to 
capacity. The old Community Center building has been in- 
spected by the Committee and discarded as a possibility be- 
cause of cost of renovating and other undesirable features. 


A two session plan has been tentatively worked out where- 
by the four upper years of the high school would be in session 
from 8:30 A. M. to 1:30 P. M., and grades 7 and 8 from 1:30 to 
5:30 P. M. The afternoon session would involve about 250 
pupils and require extra bus transportation, but it would 
relieve congestion in the high school and as a temporary ex- 
pedient may be necessary. The term “temporary expedient” 
is used advisedly because when the new influx reaches high 
school several years from now there will be a very rapid in- 
crease year after year which will practically double the high 
school enrollment by 1958. 


To make it possible eventually for all school pupils to have 
a hot lunch the Committee plans to equip a kitchen in the 
East Falmouth School and has included $1,500.00 in the bud- 
get for this purpose. A poll of the school indicates that about 
200 pupils wish a hot lunch. Such a plan can be incorpor- 
ated into our present school lunch program so that the bene- 
fits of the federal subsidy can be used to Keep the price of a 
hot meal ata minimum. It is hoped that within a few years 
all Falmouth school pupils may have the benefits of a hot 
lunch. 


A detailed financial report will be found in the following 
pages. Attention is called to the fact that State reimburse- 
ments, tuition fees, and other refunds reduce the net cost of 
schools to the town by $32,163.51.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


AGE OF ADMISSION TO SCHOOL. Any child who is six 
years of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before the 
first day of April following the opening of school in September 
may be admitted to school, but in every case the admission of 
a child under six shall be dependent upon the fitness of the 
child to profit by the work of the school, such fitness to be 
determined by the superintendent. Pupils under the age of 
seven who have not previously attended school shall not be 
permitted to enter later than thirty days after the opening 
of school in September. 


BIRTH CERTIFICATE. A birth certificate is required for 
entrance to school. 


VACCINATION. All children must be vaccinated before 
entering school. 


EXCUSES FOR ABSENCES AND TARDINESS. Teachers 
shall require a written excuse from parent or guardian for 
each absence or tardiness. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. (Extracts from General Laws.)

The Department policy of night patrol and inspection of 
business places and homes has been expanded with excellent 
results. An increase of car mileage to over 100,000 miles on 
the Police cars last year and with 14,509 inspection visits, a 
sharp decrease in home and store breaks can be noted. 


The number of accidents investigated is approximately 
the same as the last year but with a decrease in the serious 
type of accidents involving personal injury and with no fatal 
accidents recorded in the entire year. 


The photographic section has proven to be extremely 
valuable, particularly in court cases. The expansion of this 
department will make it possible for photography to be used 
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in all types of police work including crime prevention and 
traffic control. 


The men of the Department are attending the Barnstable 
County Police School weekly and the school has proven val- 
uable, to the replacement officers on the force. Arthur Robi- 
chaud is now a regular member of the Police Department hav- 
ing passed all Civil Service requirements. I am sorry to report 
that the Department lost two excellent officers last year due 
to the retirement of Carleton Wright and the unfortunate 
death of Lester Baker. Both men have been long associated 
with the Police Department and their superior work will be 
hard to duplicate. 


With 1,200,000 motor vehicles registered in Massachusetts 
last year and with an increase in that figure for the coming 
year, I feel that the Town’s traffic problem will be one of the 
major issues this department will face next year.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 11, 1949

Dear Sirs: 


I herewith submit a report of the Claims and Suits dis- 
posed of during the calendar year 1948 and of the Claims and 
Suits which are now pending against the Town. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1948. 


(1) Winslow Carlton vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-73913) 


In-this case petitioner claimed that the 1947 assessment 
of his rather extensive summer property in Woods Hole near 
Nobska Point was excessive. This case was later withdrawn 
without trial. 


(2) Tanglewood Hotels, Inc. vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-74774) 


This also was a case in which petitioner claimed the 1947 
assessment of its property (the former Beebe property) was 
in excess of its fair cash value. This case also was withdrawn 
without trial. 
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(1) James F. Connolly vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


The owner of this property alleges that the Town is re- 
sponsible to him for damages which he claims were caused to 
his property by raising the grade and rebuilding in a negli- 
gent manner the Menauhant Road at the Great Pond Bridge. 
This reconstruction work was made necessary by the damage 
done by the 1944 hurricane. Plaintiff’s property is on the 
water front adjoining the Great Pond outlet to Vineyard 
Sound. He is seeking substantial damages. 


On behalf of the Town a pleading known as a demurrer 
had been filed. This was based on the contention that the 
Town was not liable for damages resulting from the change 
of grade. This demurrer was argued before Judge Broadhurst 
of the Barnstable Superior Court on October 15, 1948. The 
demurrer was sustained, meaning that the Town was not 
liable for damages resulting from the change of grade. Asa 
result Plaintiff’s claim for damages is limited to negligence. 
This case is on the list of jury cases for trial in April, 1949. 


(2) Sophia McLean vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court) 


-This owner of the property in Woods Hole at the corner 
of Main Street and Depot Avenue is dissatisfied with the 
award of land damages made by.the County of Barnstable 
in the widening of Main Street at that point. She filed a 
petition in the Barnstable Superior Court to have her damages 
assessed by a jury.. The case is still pending and will be on 
the April jury trial list. The defense of this case is on the 
Town of Falmouth, as by order of the County the Town is 
required to pay the land damages. 


(3) Winslow Carlton vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-77749) 


This is a petition brought to have the 1948 tax assessment 
on petitioner’s property at Woods Hole adjudged to be ex- 
cessive. This petition is pending and probably will be heard 
early in 1949. 
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(4) City of Boston vs. Town of Falmouth 
(Suffolk Superior Court) 

Boston claims Falmouth is liable to it for certain welfare 
and other aid furnished individuals alleged to have settle- 
ments in Falmouth. Falmouth claims not to be liable. The 
amounts involved are very small. It would seem that this 
case might be disposed of without trial. 


Activity In Opposing the Discontinuance of Railroad Pass- 

enger Service. 

Being tipped off about the intention of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Co. to discontinue passenger 
service on the Woods Hole branch the Falmouth Board of Se- 
lectmen immediately filed written objections thereto with the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities. The result of 
this action was that a public hearing was required. This 
hearing was later held at the Gardner Auditorium at the 
State House and was extended to include all proposed discon- 
tinuances of passenger service on the Old Colony Railroad 
lines. 

On April 14, 1948 a public hearing was held in the Fal- 
mouth Recreation Building before the Special Legislative 
Commission appointed by the Governor. This hearing was 
attended by a large outpouring of residents of Falmouth and 
had the cooperation and support of all boards and organi- 
zations in the Town. This hearing accomplished its pur- 
pose which was to convince the Legislative Commission of 
the necessity of continuing passenger service on the Woods 
Hole branch. 

The matter of discontinuing passenger service on the 
Old Colony lines including the Woods Hole branch has been 
postponed to March, 1949. No doubt further active opposi- 
tion will be needed by the Town and the boards and other 
organizations in the Town. It seems advisable therefore 
that the Law Department should include this matter briefly 
in this report.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


We respectfully submit herewith our report on the ac- 
tivities of the Water Department for the year of 1948. 


It is interesting to note that this year was the fiftieth 
anniversary of the Falmouth Water Works. It was built in 
1898 by a private company and taken over in 1902 by the 
Town. From an original system of 16 units of pipe and 97 
hydrants, one standpipe and less than 500 takers, it has grown 
to a system of over 115 miles of mains, 522 hydrants and 5 
standpipes. 


The plant is now valued at nearly $1,300,000. as against 
the original purchase price of $158,000. Except for the orig- 
inal pumps, practically all of the original installation is in 
service and in condition to last many years longer. 


As in 1947 there has been a steady growth in the num- 
ber of new takers, a greater demand for water for domestic 
purposes and irrigation, and an unusual amount of activity 
in the way of construction work. The latter has consisted 
mainly of large pipe extensions which were voted in the vari- 
ous Town Meetings in February 1947, June 1947 and February 
1948, and there have been 167 new service connections made, 
making a total of 3,749. There have also been 62 renewals of 
old worn out services. Two hydrants have been broken by 
automobiles and there have been three major breaks in the 
mains. 


The early part of the year kept the department busy 
thawing frozen water pipes. All but one or two of them were 
service pipes and generally the section leading from the 
street to the house. This department lays its pipes four feet 
down and recommends the same procedure to the property 
owners, but we find many pipes laid with much less cover 
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than that. One of the worst difficulties in thawing was that 
done on a 2” line in Bay Road, North Falmouth. The line 
had been laid by private parties some twenty years ago and 
the road had been cut down at various times. This line 
originally supplied several summer cottages and was shut off 
in winter. It was later kept on in winter and was frozen 
several times. Repairs had been made with couplings having 
rubber gaskets. This interferred with electric thawing oper- 
ations, and there were so many frozen stretches last February 
that it had to be abandoned and a temporary surface line 
laid to take care of the takers until spring. The work of 
thawing cost over one thousand dollars, including rental of 
compressor and electric welding machine. 


At the beginning of the year we had on hand a small 
amount of 6” pipe which had been ordered in the latter part 
of 1947, but soon after Town Meeting in 1948 we put in an 
order for enough iron pipe to cover all of our extensions. Al- 
though iron pipe was very scarce and we were not sure that 
we could get it all in time to finish the season’s work, we were 
very fortunate in having all our needs supplied with only a 
few minor delays, and at prices not any higher than contract 
prices for jobs let under competitive bidding. As with all 
producers, this year’s prices were quoted as those prevailing 
at the time of delivery, but we obtained from the pipe manu- 
facturer an agreement that there should be a limit of ten 
percent increase in the prices furnished us. When the last 
shipment was made in the Fall, the prevailing price had 
gone above the ten percent, but we were able to get the 
amount desired at the fixed limit. 


With the prospect of a great deal of new work in ser- 
vice installations, and minor extensions it was decided to let 
all the work of pipe laying out to contract. Accordingly the 
work was divided into three contracts and advertised for 
bids on March 22, 1948—April 22, 1948 and August 27, 1948. 
The low bidder on all contracts was Turner & Breivogel, Inc. 
They have done an excellent job and cooperated with the 
Department in every way. 

As our estimates for the various construction jobs were 
largely made up in 1947, we found some difficulty in com- 
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pleting the work with the funds available and in some in- 
stances we were obliged to omit certain parts of the ex- 
tensions which were not considered absolutely essential for 
this year. For example, provision has been made for many 
more hydrants than actually installed, but it was impossible 
to put them all in under our present appropriation. 


Extensicn of Mains 


The expansion of the system has been the largest since 
1927. There were in all, twelve major extensions authorized 
by the votes of the Town as well as the completion of one 
started in 1947. These fall into three groups. Extensions 
consisting of replacing worn out and inadequate small lines 
which have been overloaded for some time. These lines had 
been extended in years back from the main lines to supply 
a few new houses, but in 1947 they were supplying many more 
houses than originally planned and without fire protection. 
These include Old Meeting House Road, Davis Road, Minot 
Street. Funds for these were transferred from Water De- 
partment balances. 


Guaranteed extensions sponsored by property owners to 
supply new developments or areas formerly dependent on 
private supplies make up the second group. These include 
the Old Silver Beach extension, laid primarily to take care of 
the Old Silver Beach Hotel and accessory buildings; Central 
Park Court extension from Harbor Road to Jericho Path; 
Walker Street extension for the benefit of the development 
on the east side. 


Extensions to improve the system come under the third 
group. The Cordwood Landing Road extension is in this 
class and was considered a necessary adjunct to the Shore 
Road extension originally laid in 1926 and extended to Old 
Silver Beach this year as noted above. This had been plan- 
ned for many years because the Cliffs extension made in 1933 
was not properly supplied by the Shore Road line. 


There were also some extensions undertaken to supply 
existing houses but authorized by the Town without the nine 
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percent guarantee. Sandwich Road and Sacconnessett Hills 
were in this class. 


The demand for fire protection service at Old Silver Beach 
made it imperative to improve the choked condition of the 
beginning of the line at Nashawena Street. This improve- 
ment which started with a 10” cross-connection from the 
State Road to Nashawena Street was financed by a bond issue 
without a nine percent guarantee. 


The first job of importance of the year was the extension 
_ to Old Silver Beach. This was started on April 15, 1948 and 
completed to the bridge by May 1st and on July lst was com- 
pletely installed. The pressures in this line of course are 
not as much as they will be when the Cordwood Landing 
Road extension is completed. We were somewhat delayed on 
this, and at the end of the year there is one connection yet 
to be made before the line can be put into service. When 
completed, this line will reinforce the existing 6” line from 
West Falmouth to the beginning of the Shore Road and should 
greatly improve the pressures at the Cliffs and Old Silver 
Beach. 


Various conditions were encountered on the extensions 
on the Old Silver Beach job. The contractor found very rocky 
material and a narrow road. The pipe line crosses under the 
Herring River and to lay pipe it was necessary to dam the 
river on both sides and have several pumps in operation to 
keep down the seepage through the porous sand. 


The Sacconnessett Hills line proved to be the most dif- 
ficult of all because of the large number of boulders en- 
countered. This job included a railroad crossing by laying 
about 125 feet of pipe in brackets fastened to the bridge. 
The pipe is insulated by three one-inch layers of hair felt 
and sealed with heavy tarred paper. Representatives of the 
Johns Manville Corporation did the insulating for Turner & 
Breivogel, Inc., general contractors. 


The Cordwood Landing Road job included a crossing un- 
der the railroad and one over the bridge at Nashawena 
Street. This line was supported on brackets and insulated 
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by the same process as used at Sacconnessett. Considerable 
rock and water in the trenches made this job a difficult one. 


In general, it may be said that due to the rocky nature 
of the soil, pipe laying in West and North Falmouth is the 
most difficult; that in the plains section of Teaticket and to 
the East is sandy and makes for easy digging; while in the 
village proper there is more gravel which makes it harder 
than in sand. But, on the other hand, trenches will stand up 
much better.

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Total six-inch, eight-inch and ten-inch pipe laid 21,582 
feet, or approximately four miles. 


Many minor extensions have been made principally at 
the request of property owners under a guarantee. 


An extension on Sumner Street, Woods Hole, was laid 
with 6” pipe from the State Road to Hilton Avenue, thence 
by smaller copper pipe for about 300 feet. The purpose of 
this line is to provide a possible future outlet for draining 
Woods Hole Standpipe through the Hilton development into 
the swamp on the south. Also to provide adequate service 
for several houses that have been fed by small inadequate 
lines for many years. Full water rates have been paid by 
owners on most of them for over fifteen years. 


Pumping and Water Consumption 


The report on these subjects follows closely that of our 
1947 report except that conditions were even more severe. 
Total water pumped was 359,765,900 gallons, an increase of 
16,219,900 gallons over 1947. The summer was even dryer 
than in 1947 and the use of water for lawns and gardens was 
such that even by using our facilities to the limit we were 
just able to keep up with the demand and still maintain a 
fair supply in the various standpipes for fire and possible 
breakdowns. As before, Waquoit tank was kept full most of 
the time by pumping from the well field. By closing the 
valves in Teaticket which control the supply from the main 
station eastward, we supplied the whole eastern part of the 
Town from Waquoit, and allowed the 12” main through Good- 
will Park to help out on Falmouth Heights and the East end 
of Falmouth Village. 


During the extremely dry weather in August it was neces- 
sary to operate the gas engine driven pumps in conjunction 
with the steam unit. The weather was so hot and the venti- 
lation of the engine room so limited that the steam engine 
bearings became dangerously hot. With the assistance of 
the Chief Engineer, the Foreman and the Water Commission~ 
ers, the large window facing Grews Pond was removed at a 
late hour. The temperature of the room dropped from 120 
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degrees to 108 degrees within a few minutes. The windows 
which had been taken out were later replaced by removable 
ones. 


The extraordinary demand during August was aggravated 
somewhat by takers who seemed not to count the cost of 
buying water and by a considerable use for lawns belonging 
to some public parks and buildings. Due to the department 
being unable to charge for water supplied to public build- 
ings, we cannot control the use of water as much as we could 
if the cost was charged to them. We, of course, are mindful 
of the rapid growth in number of water takers; we had 
added 125 this year up to August. 


This year’s experience convinced us further that we can- 
not postpone expanding and remodeling our pumping equip- 
ment much longer. The Worthington Pump which has given 
twenty years of remarkable service is beginning to show the 
need of a major overhaul. We are investigating the situation 
with the help of our consulting engineer, and have received 
a preliminary report with suggested changes. We will con- 
tinue our studies of this situation with the idea of recom- 
mending our plans to the Town within the year. We well 
realize that costs are now high and that money can only be 
borrowed for five years for pumping equipment. The back- 
bone of our system is the pumping equipment which must be 
efficient and adequate regardless of economic conditions. 


In July we found trouble with the air pumps on the main 
engine; there was also leakage in the condenser tubes. It 
was at the peak of the season so we were obliged to have im- 
mediate repairs made. This was done by the New Bedford 
Boiler & Machine Company who furnished a crew promptly 
and by working well into the night had the job done in one 
day. 

A small section of the main flue from the boiler to the 
stack rusted out. We had repairs made to the small section, 
but found that practically the whole flue had disintegrated. 
These two jobs cost nearly one thousand dollars, and together 
with the engine room repairs required nearly $1500.00 for 
emergency work.

Besides the problem of pumping enough water to supply 
the unusual demand we were hard put to keep the station 
fully manned. Early in the year one of our assistant en- 
giners resigned. He had been with us only seven months, 
and was just getting familiar with the job when he decided 
to return to his former job because of shorter hours and 
higher pay. We scoured the state for a man to replace him 
but could find no licensed engineer to come here at our sched- 
ule of pay and with housing conditions so unsatisfactory. 


We finally secured an engineer who commutes to New. 
Bedford daily and it was necessary to make a travel allow- 
ance to keep him. Demand was made by both assistants 
for more pay, and in order to keep the plant running, a small 
increase was granted to them. 


We then located a marine engineer of long experience 
who helped out during the rush season while waiting to se- 
cure a stationary license. After two attempts he was unable 
to pass the examination and we were obliged to lay him off 
at the end of the year. 


Next spring we shall be faced with the same problem of 
getting licensed engineers. There are fewer of them training 
now because of there being so many plants converted to elec- 
tric or Diesel power. This will be one of the big factors in 
determining when to replace the steam engine. 


Frequent regular analysis of the water have been made 
as previously by Metcalf & Eddy of Boston and by the State 
Department of Public Health. Samples are generally taken 
at various representative points of the system and at other 
points when takers feel there might be impure water. Oc- 
casionally complaints are received from takers on dead-end 
lines. Due to less circulation the water at these places con- 
tains more iron, higher alkalinity and occasionally some odor. 
We remedy these conditions as much as possible by opening 
blow-offs or ‘“‘bleeders’’. 


All examinations have been entirely satisfactory from a 
health standpoint and have shown the water to be free from 
bacteria characteristic of pollution. 

Treatment of the Long Pond water has been continued 
as in the past in accordance with recommendations of our

consulting engineers and with the approval of the State De- 
partment of Public Health. 


Although we are at times troubled with rusty water, the 
use of hydrated lime has proven quite successful in retarding 
the rusty conditions. Our new dosing machine is expected 
to be in operation early in 1949. This will allow a more uni- 
form application of the lime and will also permit the lime 
to be inserted in the discharge lines from the centrifugal 
pumps. 


Maintenance: 


Our equipment is in good shape. There are four trucks, 
and a coupe for the Superintendent. Two trucks are three 
years old and will require some repairs this year. 


Our “Barco” Hammer used for pavement breaking is no 
longer dependable and we have found it necessary to hire a 
compressor when there is any pavement to be cut. 


Owing to the sewer work in Woods Hole we were obliged 
to make repairs of pipes damaged by the contractor’s oper- 
ations. The cost of these is charged to the contractor. In- 
cidental to these repairs we replaced a portion of the 6-inch 
main on East Street which had been in poor condition. We 
also took advantage of the opening up of the street to place 
valves on certain hydrants and to install two necessary stop 
gates. 


The usual annual hydrant inspection and painting was 
carried out. We are obliged to keep a close watch on hy- 
drants as we occasionally find they have been operated by 
Stillson Wrenches and otherwise improperly, resulting in 
twisted stems and other damage. 


Standpipes: 


We had planned for considerable repair work on Quissett 
and West Falmouth standpipes, but on account of the large 
amount of pipe work we were able to have only part of the 
work done this year. On October 1, 1948 bids were opened 
for caulking and painting the Quissett tank. The bids of 
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the two contractors who put in prices for both kinds of work 
were very high and the third bidder bid only on painting 
which could not be done until the tank was caulked. 


We therefore awarded only the caulking work to the low 
bidder, the New Bedford Boiler and Machine Co. This work 
was completed December 30th. It was then too late to doa 
paint job so that will be postponed until 1949. 


When work began on the caulking contract it was found 
that the ladder was in bad shape so that it was necessary 
to have a new one in order to proceed with the rigging for 
the contractor. This ladder had been in service fifty years. 


West Falmouth Steel Standpipe will require major re- 
pairs in 1949. Exposure to the salt winds has rusted the roof 
and the railing. 


Quissett Standpipe has overflowed in the past years and 
occasionally during 1946 and 1947 when the altitude valve 
failed to close. This had caused a washing out of part of 
the earth back of the retaining wall so that we had to re- 
point part of the latter and fill in behind it. This job and 
the ladder renewal are typical of the kind of repairs that 
are constantly appearing in Water Works plants. Outside 
of the caulking, the emergency work cost nearly $900. and 
it is fortunate that our budget was flexible enough to permit 
this work. 


Hydrants: 


We were fortunate in having only two hydrants broken 
by automobiles this year; although we are attempting to re- 
locate the hydrants as rapidly as possible, until all are placed 
well away from the travelled roadway we shall expect to have 
a- certain number broken every year. We can generally col- 
lect the cost of repairs from insurance companies, although 
the work and materials used in repairing has to come out of 
the current budget. Whatever is collected goes into the trea- 
sury and is reappropriated out during the following year. 
The price of hydrants has more than doubled within six or 
seven years, and we must keep a considerable supply of parts

on hand to take care of emergencies. Many of the hydrants 
as previously noted are not provided with individual gates 
and so must be repaired immediately because the main sup- 
plying them has to be shut off during operations. We are 
planning to provide separate gates on all of these hydrants, 
and have made some progress during the past year in doing 
this. We have not been able to do as many as planned be- 
cause of the very large construction program that we carried 
out this year. As noted under the various extensions, hy- 
drants were placed at strategic spots and sufficient in num- 
ber to take care of existing houses. Scarcity of materials and 
also of funds prevented our installing a greater number of 
hydrants. There have been twenty-five new ones put in al- 
together this year and provision was made in all of the ex- 
tensions by the insertion of branches to take care of hydrants 
as they were needed and available. 


Organization: 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February Joseph R. Hall 
was elected for the three year term. The Board consists of 
Ormond C. Ellery and George R. Thayer and Joseph R. Hall. 
It was reorganized with Mr. Ellery as chairman and Mr. Thay- 
er as Secretary. The operating staff continued essentially the 
same as previously, with G. A. Griffin continuing as Super- 
intendent in charge of office and outside work. The main- 
tenance force has varied in size to meet the needs of the 
work. 


Goodwill Park: 


Proposal to build a school has brought up the question 
of proper safeguards against pollution of Long Pond. A pro- 
gram begun in 1929 had for its ultimate aim the acquisition 
of all the land within the watershed of Long Pond. Due to 
the fact that Goodwill Park was under semi-private control 
by a Board who cooperated fully with the Water Commission- 
ers, it was felt that the acquisition for watershed purposes 
was not urgent. 

The southern end of the pond is now threatened and we 
have been advised to acquire a strip so that we can prevent 
any access to the pond, if necessary. The State Department 
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of Public Health recommends this, but does not specify the ex- 
act area to be taken, leaving that the Water Commissioners, 
who, under the General Laws “shall manage, improve and 
control them in such manner as they shall deem for the best 
interests of the Town”’. 


Apart from possible surface pollution or that from sew- 
age, we feel that it is not desirable to have the pond easily 
accessible to a large number of people as would be the case 
if a school group is erected nearby. 


When the subject of the school being located within 650 
feet of th pond was proposed, we made public the following 
statement:— 


“One of the responsibilities of the Water Commissioners 
is to protect the Town water supply which is Long Pond, by 
preventing any pollution or other danger to this source’. 


After careful study of the site No. 2—and very careful 
consideration of all the available data and information on 
hand—we do not feel that we should assume the responsibil- 
ity for the future purity of Long Pond, and of the water shed, 
if a school is erected on the site as proposed. 


However, if the school, as proposed, is built we shall take 
measures to properly protect our property by land taking for 
a distance of five hundred (500) feet from the shore of Long 
Pond and the erection of a fence and strict enforcement of 
the trespass laws.” 


We see no reason to change our opinion, and therefore 
feel that as our prime responsibility is the protection of the 
purity of the water supply, we wish to reiterate the views ex- 
pressed in that statement. 


Financial: 


Ever since 1928 the department has been able to provide 
out of revenue for its maintenance and for an extensive pro- 
gram of improvements without requesting appropriations 
from tax levy or bond issues. During that period there have 
been three or four major extensions of the mains, such as the 
Sandwich Road and Fresh Pond Road and the Menauhant 
Extension financed by tax levy. These, however, were not 
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asked for or recommended by the Water Commissioners be- 
cause it has been our policy to not recommend any new ex- 
tensions except with a nine percent guarantee or unless they 
were urgently needed for the improvement of the system. 
The above noted extensions were voted by the Townspeople 
and the Water Department was instructed to put them in. 
During 1947 and 1948 many extensions of the mains were 
asked for and the majority of them were voted, some to be 
taken from Water Department balances and the remainder 
from bond issues. Of these latter, two were voted without 
the nine percent guarantee. One, the Cordwood Landing ex- 
tension was financed by a bond issue and was recommended 
by the Water Commissioners for the improvement of the 
system. There has been some question as to who would pay 
off the bonds when they mature, as well as the interest on 
the bonds. This matter was not specifically taken care of in 
the Town Meetings which passed the votes. There was an 
article in the 1947 Warrant appropriating sufficient money 
for the 1948 interest on the bonds which were authorized so 
we have had no problem in regard to them so far. But for 
1949 there will become due $10,870. worth of bonds as well as 
$1,201.20 in interest. It is now found that the income of the 
department for the year 1948 less the expenditures during 
the year will leave a balance which, when added to our esti- 
mated revenue for 1949, would make a total available amount 
of approximately $100,000. for maintenance and bond require- 
ments. In accordance with the original Act of the Legis- 
lature providing for the Town of Falmouth taking over the 
water system from private company it was specified that any 
deficiency in water income should be made up automatically 
from the tax levy and included in Town appropriations with- 
out vote. It now appears that this will be necessary for 1949. 


Water bonds totalling $64,370. were authorized in 1948. 
Bonds totalling $10,870. become due in 1949. As water bonds 
for these purposes may be issued for a period of fifteen years, 
we recommend that any future bonds issued be distributed 
over a period of fourteen or fifteen years. 


As previously noted, our revenue in 1948 was still greater 
than our operating expense, leaving a small balance for ex- 
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pansion and improvements. However, this condition will not 
last if material and wages continue upward and no increase 
is made in water rates. Rates have dropped since 1937 when 
metered water was first established. At that time the annual 
minimum was $14.00 with a free allowance of 750 cubic feet 
per quarter. The rate is now $14.00 (less 10% for prompt pay- 
ment) for 1000 cubic feet per quarter. This means a reduction 
of from 10% up to 23% depending on the quantity used. 


In this period costs of materials and labor have doubled 
in many cases. 


In 1937 labor rate was 50c against 85c now. 

Hydrants cost $64.27 against $113.50 now. 

Gate boxes cost $4.85 against $11.90 now. 

6” Cast Iron pipe cost 95c per foot against $1.83 now. 
Lead is three times more than in 1937 now. 


Many more items can be listed to show the vast increase in 
the cost of those things which are necessary to operate a 
water system. Our budget for 1949 reflects these costs. 


Many more repairs and replacements should be made, 
such as insulating the 8” line over Great Pond Bridge; pipe 
lining, gating all hydrants, etc.; but we have had to restrict 
our estimates to the very essential things, and although our 
estimated revenue for 1949 is less than our budget, we made 
the revenue figure conservative, but with the hope that it 
will be more. Should prices and wages stop rising and flat- 
ten out or possibly become lower, we would then expect the 
water revenue to again exceed the operating costs. 


Recommendations: 


Many extensions are asked for in articles appearing in 
the 1949 warrant, and there are only two methods of financ- 
ing them as voted, because as previously stated, whatever 
surplus the department now has will be required to take care 
of bonds already issued. If bonds are issued for extensions 
carrying a nine percent guarantee we again recommend that 
they should extend for as near fifteen years as possible. Other- 
wise, the rate of nine percent would not be sufficient to ma- 
ture the bonds and pay the interest as it comes along. While 
we are on this point it is well to again remind the voters 
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that when guarantees are written for only ten years, it has 
often been said that if a person pays nine percent for ten . 
years they will have almost paid the cost of the extension. 
This is of course incorrect because even if the interest on the 
bonds is only two percent, the difference between the nine 
percent and the two percent must take care of the additional 
water supplied and the maintenance of the new extension, 
for the sponsor of the article merely guarantees that the 
whole return to the Town shall be nine percent, including 
what the various takers pay for water. When water bills on 
an extension reach the nine percent, if it is assumed that 
the amount paid in water rates equals the cost of supplying 
service, there would be nothing left to retire the bonds or pay 
the interest. 


At the date of this report the proposed extensions which 
have been requested for insertion in the Warrant have not 
yet been reported to the Water Commissioners, so it is im- 
possible to make any definite recommendations at this time. 
We do know that there are some very worthy requests, and if 
the Town is going to continue to grow as it has in the last 
few years, provision must be made to supply new develop- 
ments with water. We trust that the voters will act fairly 
and impartially on the requests, bearing in mind the present 
financial situation of the department and vote only for those 
which are urgent and will bring an adequate return to the 
Town. 

In reviewing the work accomplished in the year 1948, we, 
the Water Commissioners, cannot help but express to the de- 
partment’s personnel our sincere appreciation for the part 
each one has played in whatever success we have enjoyed. 


Following is the report of the Engineer of the Pumping 
Station and certain financial data and statistics relative to 
the water works.

Engine Room: 


The Worthington Steam Pump has been in operation 
every day during the year with the exception of two short 
shutdowns. This pump was run well up to speed twenty-four 
hours a day through July and August, along with one of the 
gas engines. 

Some repairs will be necessary to the Worthington before 
another summer. The gas.engines are in fairly good condi- 
tion. 


Boiler Room: 


The boilers and appliances are in good condition. The 
main stop valve on No. 1 boiler was replaced with a new one, 
and the old one repaired for a spare. A section of the main 
flue has been replaced recently. The furnace on No. 1 boiler 
needs some repair this year. 


Living Quarters: 


The work required on this part of the plant was the re- 
placement of a section of gutter on roof.

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Report of the Watershed Committee 


The Watershed Committee consists of the Town Forest 
Committee as elected in the Annual Town Meeting and the 
Water Commissioners of the Town of Falmouth. The original 
purpose of the Committee was to acquire land for the protec- 
tion of the watershed around the Long Pond Reservoir, and 
to improve the same so as to protect the domestic water sup- 
ply. 


On May 6th, 1948, the Water Commissioners consisting of 
Ormand C. Ellery, George R. Thayer and Joseph R. Hall met 
with Antone B. Couto Jr., Wilfrid Wheeler and Ray D. Wells 
at the Central Fire Station Headquarters office for the pur- 
pose of organizing the Watershed Committee for the coming 
year. Dr. Alfred C. Redfield and Mr. H. V. Lawrence were not 
able to attend. It was unanimously voted that Ray D. Wells 
should be the Chairman and Joseph R. Hall the Secretary of 
the Committee. 


The Chairman reported to the Committee that the Town 
Forest Committee had appointed Roy Allen as foreman in 
charge of the work of clearing up and improving the Town 
Forest section and that as a result of his work it was felt that 
some of the bad fire hazard conditions had been removed and 
the future growth of the forest would benefit from the work. 
The entire committee was interested in continuing the work 
and indicated that a program should be carried on to extend 
to the entire watershed eventually. The Chairman was re- 
quested to request the services of the District Forester, Mr. 
Charles L. Cherry in giving his opinion on the steps to be 
taken in the future. 
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The following letter is included in this report which was 
submitted by Mr. Cherry after his visit. 


Mr. Ray D. Wells, Chief 
Falmouth Fire Dept. 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Dear Chief: 


The clearing of undergrowth and the pruning of the pine 
and spruce on the 40 ft. protective strip around the planta- 
tions, that you have started, is certainly the first and most 
important step that you could take in forest management. I 
would suggest that when you have completed the fire pro- 
tective work, that a program of pruning and thinning of the 
older plantations should be carried out. Not only will this 
type of work greatly reduce the forest fire hazard, but will 
also improve the composition and quality of the stands. I am 
enclosing a leaflet on this subject that may be of some value 
to your foreman. 


I was very favorably impressed by the good rate of growth 
and general development that the trees have made to date, 
however, the time has arrived when these stands should be 
lightly thinned to prevent stagnation both in diameter and 
height growth. 


While watershed protection and esthetic values are no 
doubt your first consideration in the treatment of these stands, 
nevertheless, thinning, pruning and forest fire protection 
work must be carried out, to insure thrifty, healthy, well- 
formed trees. 

I noticed that some jack, austrian, and scotch pine has 
been planted in the past, and would suggest that these species 
be eliminated from any future planting plans. I would advise 
planting red pine, norway spruce, and white pine. 

ae at any time I can be of further service to you, please do 
not hesitate to call on me.

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Antone B. Couto Jr., the Tree Warden for the Town of 
Falmouth then requested approval of the Committee to spray 
with DDT the territory of the watershed up to within three 
hundred feet of the shore of Long Pond. The decision on 
this matter, it was felt, rested entirely in the hands of the 
Water Commissioners and it was left that if after suitable 
investigation and approval of said Commissioners—that there 
was no objection from the other members present on the 
Committee. It was agreed that the method of spraying as 
used by Mr. Couto seemed to produce very remarkable results 
in controling the Gypsy and other caterpillar pests and would 
be beneficial for all wooded areas. 


The committee instructed the secretary to communicate 
with the Trustees of Public Reservations, to find out what 
steps may be taken to acquire three parcels of land adjacent 
to the Watershed, now in their hands for the purpose of adding 
to the land now belonging to the Town of Falmouth as a part 
of the watershed itself. It is felt that this correspondence 
should be made a part of this report as follows:

I understand that some little time ago the Water Com- 
missioners of the Town of Falmouth discussed with you the 
possibility of your turning over to the Town certain areas of 
land on Long Pond in Falmouth. 


The Long Pond Watershed Committee has been recently 
reorganized and they have requested me, as secretary, to again 
submit this question to you. 


It was understood from a previous letter that the Town 
could take these parcels by eminent domain and we are not 
sure whether that is the only way you could give title to the 
Town. 
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There are three parcels in which our committee is inter- 
ested; one of 55 acres in the Northwesterly corner of the 
Watershed, one of 18 acres on the Easterly side, and a por- 
tion of Good Will Park on the Easterly side of Long Pond. 


I shall appreciate very much whatever information you 
can give me on this subject.

The Trustees will not oppose proceedings to take our Long 
Pond property by eminent domain—which will mean paying to 
the Trustees the fair value of the property taken—provided 
all of our property is taken. We do not wish to be left with 
any shreds in our possession to be looked after by us. 


The Trustees cannot deed property confided to them ex- 
cept by consent of donors or their heirs and Act of General 
Court signed by the Governor.

A second meeting of the Committee was held on October 
23rd, 1948, and this question of acquiring the land was dis- 
cussed briefly but no action of a definite nature was decided 
on. At that time it was voted to request the Town Forest 
Committee to continue the work of Mr. Allen and go as far 
as funds would permit to clean up the Town Forest work. 
Mr. Wheeler, Mr. H. V. Lawrence and Mr. Couto were requested 
to prepare a program for extending in the future Mr. Allen’s 
work to the rest of the watershed and decide on and ask for 
a sum of money to carry out the plan at the next annual meet- 
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ing. It was considered that the project would be one which 
could be developed during the winter months and enable men 
out of work to get work rather than have to loaf and that it 
would benefit the plantings on the shed as well. The Town has 
invested a large amount of money and deserves proper care. 


This Committee recommends that the Town look with 
favor on the proposed improvements which Mr. Wheeler, Mr. 
Lawrence and Mr. Couto have suggested herein as requested 
by the Committee. The Committee feels that they should 
have $3,500 this coming year for the plan of work that they 
have in mind.

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Report aft the Falmouth Housing Authority 


On April 6, 1948 Governor Bradford approved an emer- 
gency act which became Chapter 200 of the Acts of 1948. This 
legislation was for the purpose of having the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts provide financial assistance to local hous- 
ing authorities in order to provide low rental homes for vet- 
erans having low income. In other words, the purpose was 
to provide adequate homes in the different cities and towns 
at alow rental. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts appro- 
priated $200,000,000 for financing this undertaking. 


At the Special Town Meeting held on July 1, 1948, the 
Town of Falmouth voted to constitute a Housing Authority 
in Falmouth and to apply for the financial assistance for 
erection in Falmouth of low-cost housing for veterans under 
this Act. 


The Act provided for the appointment of four members 
by the Board of Selectmen and one by the State Board of 
Housing. The Board of Selectmen first appointed Frank E. 
Worcester, Delmar R. Jenkins, Roland H. Choate and John P. 
Sylvia, Jr. On July 16, the State Board of Housing appointed 
Frank E. Worcester as the member to be appointed by the 
State. Thereupon the Board of Selectmen appointed Azel C. 
Young as town member to fill this vacancy. 


On Auzust 16, a Certificate of Organization setting up the 
Falmouth Housing Authority was issued by the Secretary of 
State. 


On August 24, at the first meeting of the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority, by-laws were adopted in accordance with the 
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forms therefor required by the State Housing Authority and 
the following officers of the Falmouth Housing Authority were 
elected to serve until the Annual Town Meeting of the Town 
of Falmouth in February, 1949, viz:— 


John P. Sylvia, Jr.. Chairman; Frank E. Worcester, Vice 
Chairman; Delmar R. Jenkins, Treasurer; Azel C. Young, Sec- 
retary. 


Many meetings were held by the Falmouth Housing Au- 
thority. The documentary requirements of the State Housing 
Board were found to be extensive and complicated. Much 
time and effort was spent by the Falmouth Housing Authority 
in obtaining the necessary information to fill out these com- 
plex forms and these forms, after much effort, have been sub- 
mitted to the State Housing Board. i 


As to desirable sites, after the examination of all known 
available sites in the Town of Falmouth, the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority has recommended three different sites. 


Its first choice is the property on the Easterly side of Gif- 
ford Street in Falmouth comprising the vacant land owned by 
the Welsh interests and part of the adjoining vacant land 
owned by Ruschky. 


An alternative site recommended by the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority is the property of Dorothy D. Nickerson et al at 
the end of East Main Street, Falmouth, located between Fal- 
mouth Heights Road and running back towards Little Pond. 


Another alternative site recommended is the property 
owned by H. V. Lawrence, Inc. on Lakeview Avenue, Gifford 
Street and Jones Road. All of these sites are readily avail- 
able to the center of the Town and to the usual public con- 
veniences and utilities. 


An essential requirement to procure State financial as- 
sistance for the construction of these veterans’ houses in Fal- 
mouth is that a showing must be made that they are needed. 
Advertisements were placed in the local newspapers and vet- 
erans were also solicited to fill out applications so that the 
need for veterans low-cost housing in Falmouth could be 
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established. The response has been dissappointing. Up to the 
present time there are only about 50 applications. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority expected to obtain at 
least 100 applications. It has made an overall request for 150 
housing units in Falmouth but with this comparatively small 
showing of applications it is not likely that it will be able to 
obtain even one-half of that amount. 


The voters of the Town will, of course, have an opportunity 
to elect by ballot at the Annual Town Meeting those who are 
to be the Town of Falmouth members of the Falmouth Hous- 
ing Authority from that time on. The appropriation of $500 
has only been partly expended but it appears to be advisable 
that another appropriation of at least that amount be made 
in the Annual Town Meeting so that the Falmouth Housing 
Authority may have funds to pay its expenses until it pro-— 
cures financial aid from the State. 


The application of the Falmouth Housing Authority to the 
State Housing Board has been for the erection of single-family 
houses. 

Appreciation is herewith expressed to the pastors of the 
many churches who recently made an appeal at their Sun- 
day services to the veterans to fill out the applications re- 
quired.

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Report of Public Welfare 


To the Citizens and Property Owners 
of the Town of Falmouth 


The Board of Public Welfare has expended $42,065.64 for 
General Relief. $6,442.07 of this amount was for aid given to 
cases chargeable to other towns, cities, and state, leaving a 
balance of $35,623.57 as a net cost to the Town of Falmouth. 
We have aided 63 cases based on a monthly average. 


The department gratefully acknowledges the large a- 
mount of clothing and food that was donated by many pri- 
vate citizens. 


A total expenditure of $45,784.21 was dispersed under the 
department of Aid to Dependent Children. $25,807.88 has 
been received from the State and Federal Governments as 
reimbursements which leaves a net cost of $19,976.33 to the 
Town of Falmouth. There has been an increase of 8.3% in 
A. D. C. budgets as ordered by the State. At present we have 
37 families receiving aid under the department of Aid to De- 
pendent Children. Necessary medical, dental, and surgical 
care have been provided. 


A total expenditure of $6,097.24 has been dispersed for 
the maintenance of the Falmouth Infirmary. The sum of 
$565.00 has been charged to individuals leaving a net cost of 
$5,532.24. 


In accordance with instructions received from the State 
Inspector a fire escape has been provided, the front and rear 
doors have been made to swing out, the stairway from the 
cellar to the first floor has been plastered, on the second floor 
an opening has been cut through the centre partition in the 
front hallway, and a door has been provided for it, exit signs

have been provided for all exit doors, and two fire extinguish- 
ers have been provided for each floor at a total cost of $612.25. 


Seven persons are now living at the Infirmary. 


The Department deeply appreciates the assistance of the 
Nursing Association, the School Nurse, and the Agent of the

AN Act ESTABLISHING IN THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH REPRESENTA- 


TIVE TOWN GOVERNMENT BY LIMITED TOWN MEETINGS. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


~SEcTION |. Upon the acceptance of this act by the town of Fal- 
mouth, as hereinafter provided, the selectmen and board of registrars of 
voters, acting jointly, and hereinafter referred to as the districting board, 
shall forthwith divide the territory thereof into not less than three nor 
more than five voting precincts, each of which shall be plainly designated 
and shall contain ‘not less than four hundred registered voters. 

The precincts shall be so established as to consist of compact and 
contiguous territory, to be bounded as far as possible by the center line 
of known streets and ways or by other well defined limits. Their boun- 
daries shall be reviewed and, if need be, wholly or partly revised by the 
districting board in December, once in five years, or in December of any 
year when so directed by a vote of a representative town meeting not 
later than November twentieth of that year. 


The districting board shall, within ten days after any establishment 
or revision of the precincts, file a report of their doings with the town 
clerk, the registrars of voters and the assessors, with a map or maps or 
descriptions of the precincts and the names and residences of the regis- 
tered voters therein. The districting board shall also cause to be posted 
in the town hall a map or maps or description of the precincts as es- 
tablished or revised from time to time, with the names and residences of 
the registered voters therein; and it shall also cause to be posted in at least 
one public place in each precinct a map or description of that precinct 
with the names and residences of the registered voters therein. The di- 
vision of the town into voting precincts and any revision of such precincts 
shall take effect upon the date of filing of the report thereof by the dis- 
tricting board with the town clerk. Whenever the precincts are es- 
tablished or revised the town clerk shall forthwith give written notice 
thereof to the state secretary, stating the number and designation of the 
precincts. Meetings of the registered voters of the several precincts for 
elections, for primaries, and for voting upon any question to be submitted 
to all the registered voters of the town, shall be held on the same day 
and at the same hour and at such place or places within the town as the 
selectmen shall in the warrant for such meeting direct. The provisions 
of chapters fifty to fifty-six, inclusive, of the General Laws, relating to 
precinct voting at-elections, so far as the same are not inconsistent with 
this act, shall apply to all elections and primaries in the town upon the 
establishment of voting precincts as hereinbefore provided. 
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SECTION 2. Other than the officers designated in section three as 
town meting members at large, the representative town meeting member- 
ship shall in each precinct consist of the largest number divisible by three 
which will admit of a representation thereof in the approximate propor- 
tion which the number of registered voters therein bears to the total num- 
ber of registered voters in the town, and which will cause the total mem- 
i a to be as nearly two hundred as may be, exclusive of members 
at large. 


The registered voters in every precinct, at the first annual town elect- 
ion held after the establishment of such precinct, and. the registered voters 
of any precinct affected by any revision of precincts at the first annual 
town election following such revision, conformably to the laws relative 
to elections not inconsistent with this chapter, shall elect by ballot the 
number of registered voters in the precinct, other than the officers des- 
ignated in section three’ as town meeting members at large, provided for 
in the first paragraph of this section, to be town meeting members of the 
town. ‘The first third, in the order of votes received, of members so 
elected shall serve three years, the second third in such order shall serve 
two years, and the remaining third in such order ‘shall serve one year, 
from the day of the annual town meeting. In case of a tie vote affect- 
ing the division into thirds, as aforesaid, the members elected from the 
precinct shall by ballot determine the same. Thereafter, except as other- 
Wise provided herein, at each annual town election the registered voters 
of each precinct shall in like manner elect, for the term of three years, 
one third of the number of elected town meeting members to which such 
precinct is entitled, and shall at such election fill for the unexpired term 
or terms any vacancy or vacancies then existing in the number of elected 
town meting members in such precinct. 


The terms of office of all elected town meeting members from every 
precinct revised as aforesaid shall cease upon the election as hereinbefore 
provided of their successors. The town clerk shall, after every election 
of town meeting members, forthwith notify each such member by mail 
of his election. 


SecTIon 3. Any representative town meeting held under the provis- 
ions of this act, except as otherwise provided herein, shall be limited to 
the voters elected under section two, together with the following, to be 
designated town meeting members at large: namely, any member of the 
general court of the commonwealth who is a voter of the town, the mod- 
erator, the town clerk and treasurer, the members of the board of select- 
men, the board of public welfare, the tax collector, the members of the 
board of health, the members of the school committee, the members of 
the board of assessors, the members of the sewer commission, the mem- 
bers of the park commission, the town accountant, the chairman and 
clerk of the finance committee, the chairman and secretary of the plan- 
ning board, the highway surveyor, the tree warden, the members of the 
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water commission, and the trustees of public library. All the foregoing 


shall be included within the general designation of town meeting mem- 
bers. 


‘Lhe town clerk shall notify the town meeting members of the time and 
pluce at which representative town meetings are to be held, the notices 
to be sent by mail at least seven days before the meeting. The town 
meeting members, as aforesaid, shall be the judges of the election and 
qualifications of their members. A majority of the town meeting mem- 
bers shail constitute a quorum for doing business; but a less number may 
organize temporarily and may adjourn from time to time, but no town 
meeting shall adjourn over the date of an election of town meeting mem- 
bers. All town meetings shall be public. The town meeting members 
as such shall receive no compensation. Subject to such conditions as 
may be determined from time to time by the members of the represent- 
ative town meeting, any registered voter of the town who is not a town 
meeting member may speak at any representative town meeting, but shall 
not vote. A town meeting member may resign by filing a written resign- 
ation with the town clerk, and such resignation shall take effect on the 
date of such filing. A town meeting member who removes from the town 
shall cease to be a town meeting member, and a town meeting member 
who removes from the precinct from which he was elected to another 
precinct may serve only until the next annual town meeting. 


SEcTION 4. Nomination of canditates for town meeting members to 
be elected under this act shall be made by nomination papers, which 
shall bear no political designation, shall be signed by not less than ten 
voters of the precinct in which the candidate resides, and sh ll be filed 
with the town clerk at least ten days before the election; provided, that 
any town meeting member may become a candidate for re-election by 
giving written notice thereof to the town clerk at least thirty days be- 
fore the election. No nomination papers shall be valid in respect to any 
candidate whose written acceptance is not thereon or attached thereto 


when filed. 


SEcTION 5. The articles in the warrent for every town meeting, so 
far as they relate to the election of the moderator, town officers and town 
meeting members, and as herein provided, to referenda, and all matters 
to be acted upon and determined by ballot, shall be so acted upon and 
determined by the registered voters of the town in their respective pre- 
cincts. All other articles in the warrant for any town meeting sh-ll be 
acted upon and determined exclusively by town meeting members at a 
meeting to be held at such time and place as shall be set forth by the 
selectmen in the warrant for the meeting, subject to the referendum pro- 
vide for by. section eight. 


SecT’ON 6. A moderator shall be elected by ballot at exch annual 
town meeting, and shall serve as moderator of all town meetings, except 
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as otherwise provided by law, until a successor is elected and qualified. 
Nominations for and election of a moderator shall be as in the case of 
other elective town officers, and any vacancy in the office may be filled 
by the town meeting members at a meeting held for that purpose. If a 
moderator is absent, a moderator pro tempore may be elected by the town 
meeting members. 


SECTION 7. Any vacancy in the full number of town meeting mem- 
bers from any precinct, whether arising from a failure of the registered 
voters thereof to elect, or from any other cause, may be filled, until the 
next annual election, by the remaining members of the precinct from a- 
mong the registered voters thereof. Upon petition therefor, signed by not 
less than ten town meeting members from the precinct, notice of any vac- 
ancy shall be promptly given by the town clerk to the remaining members 
from the precinct in which the vacancy or vacancies exist, and he shall 
call a special meeting of such members for the purpose of filling such 
vacancy or vacancies. He shall cause to be mailed to every such mem- 
ber, not less than five days before the time set for the meeting, a notice 
specifying the object, time and place of the meeting. At the said meeting 
a majority of the members from such precinct shall constitute a quorum, 
and they shall elect from their own number a chairman and clerk. The 
choice to fill any vacancy shall be by ballot and a majority of the votes cast 
shall be required for a choice. The chairman and clerk shall count the 
ballots and shall make a certificate of the choice and forthwith file the 
same with the town clerk, together with a written acceptance by the mem- 
ber or members so chosen, who shall thereupon be deemed elected and 
qualified as a town meeting member or members, subject to the right of 
all town meeting members to judge of the election and qualifications of 
the members as set forth in section three. 


Section 8. A vote passed at any representative town meeting au- 
thorizing the expenditure of twenty thousand dollars or more as a special 
appropriation, or establishing a new board or office or abolishing an old 
board or office or merging two or more boards or offices, or fixing the 
term of office of town officers, where such term is optional, or increasing 
or reducing the number of members of a board, or adopting a new by- 
law, or amending an existing by-law, shall not be operative until after 
the expiration of five days, exclusive of Sundays and holidays, from the 
dissolution of the meeting. If, within said five days, a petition, signed 
by not less than five per cent of the registered voters in each precinct of 
the town, containing their names and addresses as they appear on the 
list of registered voters, is filed with the selectmen asking that the ques- 
tion or questions involved in such a vote be submitted to the registered 
voters of the town at large, then the selectmen, after the expiration of 
five days, shall forthwith call a special meeting for the sole purpose of 
presenting to the registered voters at large the question or questions so 
involved. The polls shall be opened at two o’clock.in the afternoon and 
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shall be closed not earlier than eight o’clock in the evening, and all votes 
upon any questions so submitted shall be taken by ballot, and the check 
list shall be used in the several precinct meetings in the same manner as 
in the election of town officers. The questions so submitted shall be 
determined by vote of the same proportion of voters at large voting there- 
on as would have been required by law of town meeting members had 
the question been finally determined at a representative town meeting, 
but no action of the representative town meeting shall be reversed unless 
at least twenty per cent of the registered voters shall so vote. Each 
question so submitted shall be in the form of the following question, 
which shall be placed upon the official ballot: — 


“Shall the town vote to approve the action of the representative town 
meeting whereby it was voted (brief description of the substance of the 
vote) >”’ If such petition is not filed within said period of five days, 
the vote of the representative town meeting shall become operative and 
effective upon the expiration of said period. 


SECTION 9. The town of Falmouth, after the acceptance of this 
act, shall have the capacity to act through and be bound by its: town 
meeting members, who shall, when convened from time to time as herein 
provided, constitute representative town meetings; and the representative 
town meetings shall exercise exclusively, so far as will conform to the 
provisions of this act, all powers vested in the municipal corporation. 
Action in conformity with all provisions of law now or hereafter ap- 
plicable to the transaction of town affairs in town meeting, shall, when 
taken by any representative town meeting in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, have the same force and effect as if such action had 
been taken in a town meeting open to all the voters of the town as 
organized and conducted before the establishment of representative town 
meeting government. 


SEcTION 10. The representative town meeting may make such rules 
consistent with general law as may be considered necessary for con- 
ducting its meetings. 


SECTION I1. The representative town meeting may appoint such 
committees of its members for investigation and report as it may con- 
sider necessary. 


SEcTION 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws of the town incon- 
sistent with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. ‘The provisions 
of chapter forty-four of the General Laws shall continue to apply in the 
town of Falmouth notwithstanding the provisions of this act. 


SEcTION 13. This act shall not abridge the right of the inhabitants 
of the town of Falmouth to hold general meetings, as secured to them 
by the constitution of this commonwealth; nor shall this act confer upon 
any representative town meeting in the town of Falmouth the power 
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finally to commit the town to any measure affecting its municipal exist- 
ence or substantially changing its form of government without action 
thereon by the voters of the town at large, using the ballot and the 
check list therefor. 


SECTION 14. This act shall be submitted to the registered voters 
of the town of Falmouth at any annual or special town meeting. The 
vote shall be taken in precincts by ballot in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the General Laws, so far as the same shall be applicable, in 
answer to the question, which shall be placed, in case of a special meet- 
ing, upon the ballot to be used at said meeting, or, in case of an annual 
meeting, upon the official ballot to be used for the election of town of- 
ficers: ““Shall an act passed by the General Court in the year nineteen 
hundred and thirty-five, entitled ‘An Act establishing in the town of 
Falmouth representative town government by limited town meetings’, be 
accepted by this town?” 


The provisions of this act shall take effect upon its acceptance by a 
majority of the voters voting on the question. 


SecTION 15. If this act is rejected by the registered voters of the 
town of Falmouth when submitted to said voters under section fourteen, 
it may again be submitted for acceptance in like manner from time to 
time to such voters at any annual town meeting in said town within three 
years thereafter. Approved June 13, 1935. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(o) A report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, oil, coal and fuel oil. The various boards 
and committees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or 
earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to the 
board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and 
fuel oil required for the use of their respective departments 
or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, prior to 
the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and shall award 
the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contrac- 
tor for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount 
satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than 
one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful perform- 
ance of his contract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than eight 
thousand dollars ($8,000) be expended on such extension in 
any one year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor’; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. . 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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BEES” BLS | 
aot. 3. “The “finance committee may hold hearings if in 


their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). Revised in 1922. 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the 1st story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the 1st story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs; the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden ‘buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 
Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 
(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on 
the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in Feb- 
ruary but that portion of said meeting held for the election 
of town officers shall take place on the succeeding Tuesday. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 3, 1946) 

Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. 

Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 

Section 4. 

(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 

(0) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 

(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 

Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
' or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


o 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee aS a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 


Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. Ay 


(Approved by Attorney General, May 13, 1919). 
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BY-LAW AS TO TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount inyolved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on Feb. 21, 1934). 
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Rules For Ambulance Service 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital on the 
ambulance the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a 
nurse must have an order direct from the doctor, with diag- 
nosis and condition of patient. Emergency accident cases not 
included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be ac- 
companied by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from 
Nantucket, the Vineyard, or Naushon, who may land at 
Woods Hole requiring ambulance transportation. 


3. On a return trip from the hospital, no patient may be 
taken home without first obtaining orders direct from the 
doctor. 


4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, polio- 
mylitis or meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visit- 
ing nurse. 


5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Cen- 
ter except in emergencies when she will go directly to the 
scene of an accident if the doctor so wishes. 

6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals 
are: Hyannis $10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 
for residents—this fee to be doubled for non-residents—also 
charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals to be included if trips 
occur during their regular meal hour. 


7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the 
judgment of the nurse does not require ambulance trans- 
portation, she may on her return report the case to the super- 
vising nurse. 

8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this serv- 
ice from the time the nurse leaves the Health Center until 
she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany 
emergency cases only. 

10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the 
police department, the fire department, or a local physician. 
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OUR TOWN HALL 


In Falmouth’s town hall are treasured records of the town 
which go back to 1668. In the town clerk’s custody are vital 
statistics dating from 1690. These early records of births, mar- 
rlages and deaths have been bound between leaves of silk. Photo- 
static copies have been made from the other records. 

Town Hall isn’t usually pointed out as one of the places to 
see in Falmouth but it is a storehouse of information. In the Se- 
lectmen-Assessors’ office are the assessment records and the volumes 
of town maps. Among the many records of the town clerk’s office 
are the manuscripts of town meeting proceedings. Visitors trek to 
the town hall to button-hole selectmen, check up on their taxes, buy 
a dog, fishing or marriage license, pay a water bill and seek wel- 
fare relief. The three selectmen, holding office at their parallel 
desks, are the embodiment of New England town government. 

Plans for building the town hall presented by J. C. Robinson 
in 1880, called for an expenditure of $10,000. Town hall was 
built in 1881 at a cost of $12,992.17 (including $750 for the 
land bought from Charles T. Gifford). Most citizens would like 
to see it replaced by a new building but each town meeting offers 
them adventures in expenditure which they prefer to undertake 
first. Joseph Story Fay, George E. Clarke and James M. Lum- 
bert were the town hall building committee. Samuel D. Kelley 
was architect. In 1915 there were alterations which included re- 
moval of the grand staircase leading to the second floor auditorium. 
W. W. Lewis was the architect whose changes created more offices. 
B. G. Norton was the builder. Cost was $10,498. 

Town meetings were held in the upstairs hall, old time tour- 
ing minstrel troups performed there, and there were held the gala 
dances of the day. Now the battered hall is the state guard armory, 
its doors locked except on drill nights. 

On the wall of the selectmen’s office is probably the first 
town map. It is dated May 20, 1795. The original is in the 
state house archives Also displayed is a map of Falmouth Heights 
in 1873. Photographs of Falmouth, England, on the same walls 
were brought home in 1896 by Edward N. Fenno, an early sum- — 
_ mer resident. The old plantation of Succannessett was incorpor- 
ated as Falmouth in 1686 and named after the old seaport in 
Cornwall, England.
